GOV. CLEVELAND HAPPY OVER 
GRADY’S DEFEAT. 

THE LOSS OF THE SENATE A SEVERE BLOW 
TO OFFICE-HUNTING DEMOCRATS—NEW 
MEN IN THE RECENTLY ELECTED BODY. 

Aupany, Nov. 11.—There is one result 
of last Tuesday's election which is said to ba, 
the cause of unailoyed satisfaction to the oc- 
cupant of the Executive Mansion. Thomas 

F. Grady, the “silver-tounged” orator and 

chosen mouthpiece of John Kelly, was not re- 

elected to the State Senate, and so far as ap- 
pears by the returns that have reached 

Albany he was not elected to any office 

whatever. The credit for this negative 

victory of the Democracy is understood 
to be claimed by Gov. Cleveland him- 
seif. It is unquestionably due to him, 
and indeed no other Democrat appears in- 
clined to dispute his title to it. On the con- 
trary, most of the Democratic leaders are of 
the opinion that the Governor overshot the 
mark in the Grady business, and to his indis- 
ereet conduct on that and some other matters 
arising during the campaign they attribute the 
absence{not merely of Mr. Grady but of a major- 
ity of Democrats from the next Senate. To the 
Democrat who understands himself the loss of 
the Senate is the most grievous disappointment 
of the election. He would rather have lost the 
whole State ticket. Independently of the Unit- 
ed States Senatorship involved in the loss, he 
looked to'a Democratic Senate for the undis- 
tributed patronage yet remaiing in the hands 
ofthe Governor. There are the Harbor-mas- 
ters and Port Wardens, the Quarantine Com- 
missioners, tse Commissioner of Emigration, 
with bis numberless appointments, the Health 

Officer of the Port and many other fat offices 

to be filled by the Governor “‘ by and with the 

advice and consent of the Senate” during the 
next two years—all -of which must now re- 
main in the hands of the Republicans, unless 

something can be done to avert so great a 

calamity. And what can be done? This is 

the question that is now agitating the minds 
of the Democratic leaders. 

A cry of distréss comes up from the de- 
feated Democratic politicians of New-York 


and Brooklyn. They yearn for thesnug berths 
in that end of the State which eluded their 
grasp at the last session of the Legislature, 
owing to the waywardness of the three Tam- 
many Senators, and they demand prompt ac- 
tion to recover tbe loss. In other words, they 
insist upon an extra session of the Senate in 
order that these appointments may be made 
and confirmed before tbe new Senate 
comes into office. A majority of leading 
Democrats throughout the State are said to 
concur in the demand for an extra session, 


and only two obstacles are urged to the suc- 


cess ofthe scheme. Que is the possible refusal 
of the Governor to comply with the demand, 
and the other is the uncertainty as to whether 
the refractory Senators could be induced to 
reverse their action of last Spring and vote 
for the confirmation ef the Governor’s nom- 
inees. With regard to the first there is no 
question in the mind of impartial observers 
that the Governor would sacrifice what popu- 
larity he has left among independent voters 
of both parties were he to call an extra session 
for such a purpose. But in reply to this it is 
argued that the late election put an end to 
Mr. Cleveland’s political aspirations, if he 
bad any, for the future, and attention is, 
moreover, called to the tact that the Governor 
has bitherto scarcely ever hesitated to take 
any action that had for its object the turning 
of Republicans out of office and putting Demo- 
crats in their places. The records of the last 
Legislature, which was chiefly noted for this 
kind of partisan legislation, contain only one 
bill, designed to displace Republicans by Dem- 
ocrats, which the Governor did not promptly 
sign. This was the Buffalo Firemen’s bill, and 
the reasons given by Buffalo Democrats for 
his veto of that bill were more dis- 
creditable to the Governor than anything 
ever said of him by Republicans. It is as- 
sumed, therefore, and not without reason, 
that Gov. Cleveland will not hesitate to call an 
extra session of the Senate, provided he is 
assured beforehand that his nominees will be 
confirmed. 

The second obstacle to the call, according to 
the reports that come from New-York, can 
be overcome without much difficulty. It wil 
be remembered that the three Senators who, 
by their negative votes, prevented the confir- 
mation of the Governor’s nominees last Spring, 
were Grady, Trainor, and Browning. They 
were all left out in the cold at the recent 
election, and it is safe to assume that, if 
they are not penitent, they are at least hun- 

ry. Grady’s attitude toward the Governor 
s such that not much can be expected from 
him. Indeed, it is said that one of the most 
serious objections the Governor has against an 
extra session is the fear of the terrible scoring 
he would get from Grady when his nominees 
came up for confirmation. It would afford a 
rare opportunity for Keliy’s mouthpiece, and 
he would undoubtedly aim to make it the 
** vreatest effort of his life.” But the other 
two Senators, having had less provocation, are 
pelieved to be not so implacable. One of them, 
at least, it is said, can be won over to the Gov- 
ernor’s side, and only one is needed. A single 
vote out of the three, added to those of the 
other Senators who voted for confirmation 
last Spring, would make a tie, and the casting 
vote would be left to Lieut.-Gov. -Hill.

The new Senate that comes into power at 
the beginning of the year will be composed 
largely of new members. Only 10 members 
of the last Senate are re-elected. Five of them 
sre Republicans and five are Democrats. The 
Republicans are Dennis McCarthy, Timoth 
E. Elisworth, Edward B. Thomas, Frederick 
Lansing, and Shepard P. Bowen, The Demo- 
crats are John C. Jacobs, John J. Kiernan, 
Henry C. Nelson, James Daly, and Robert C. 
Titus. Two of the new members—Judge Low, 
of Orange, and Vedder, of Cattaraugus—were 
members of former Senates, Low serving from 
1862 to 1867, and Commodore P. Vedder from 
1876 to 1878. Of the 20 new members who 
have never served in the Senate before 8 have 
geen members of the Assembly, viz., Michael 

°. Murphy, Timothy J. Campbell, John J. 
Cullen, J. Hampden Robb, George W. 
Plunkitt, John I. Gilbert, Henry J. Cogges- 
hall, Charies S, Baker—the last three Repub- 
licans. ‘This leaves 12 Senators who have not 
had any previous legislative experience, viz., 
James Otis, Albert Daggett, Frederick 8. 
Gibbs, John Van Schaick, Thomas New- 
bold, “Albert C. Comstock, John B. Thach- 
er, James Arkell, Andrew Davidson, 
Edward 8. Esty, J. Sloat Fassett, 
Thomas Robinson. Most of the best debaters 
on the Republican side in the last Senate have 
been re-elected—tue principal exception being 
Mr. Pitts, whose torensic ability and parlia- 
mentary experience will be greatiy missed. 
Messrs. Gilbert. Vedder, and Low, among 
the new Republican Senators, are good 
speakers, and there may be others 
whose talent remains to be shown. The 
Democrats will miss several of the best de- 
paters they had in the last Senate, notably 
Wessrs. Covert, H. A. Nelson,Grady,A. Lansing, 
and Fitzgerald. Messrs. Jacobs, Robp, Titus, 
and M. C. Murphy are among the chief talkers 

they will have in the new Senate. The Re- 

publicans will have six majority, and will, of 
rourse, have the make-up of the committees, 
his will render the position of President pro 
pem., to whom that duty will be assigned, of 
sauch more importance than it usually is, It 
is stated that Senator McCarthy will be a can- 
Cidate for the position.

MUCH EXCITED POLITICIANS.

A KNOCK-DOWN BLOW WHICH MAY LEAD TO 


SEVERAL DUELS, 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Nov. 11.—A fierce 
fight between two factions of the Democratic 
Party of this county has broken out here which 
promises to end in the disruption of the party in 
this section of the State in the near future. For 
the past two vears a little feud has existed between 
Dr. Deyle, a prominent Democratic politician of 
the county,and Dr. A. P. O'Malley, a relative of 
the Malley boys, of New-Haven. At the late 
Democratic County Convention Doyle labored 
hard to defeat O'Malley's brother for the nomina- 
tion for Coroner, bunt despite his efforts 
O'Malley was nominated. Doyle left the conven- 
tion threatening that O'Malley should be defeated 
at the polle. Doyle immediately took steps to car- 
ry out his threat, and worked day and night to ac- 


complish his object. Dr. A. P. O'Malley, hearing of 
Doyle's efforts to defeat kis brother, swore vengo- 
anc- against the latter and threatened him with 
bodily harm. Doyle, hearing of this, managed to 
keep out of O'Malley's way, but armed himself 
with a revolver in case of an emergency. On 
Wednesday evening last the two mea metina 

rominent hotel face to face, and, without utter- 
ng a word O'Malley stepped up to Doyle end 
struck bim a terrible blow in the face, felling him 
to the fleor. Doyle made an effort to draw his re- 
volver, but before he could do so friends inter- 
fered and a stop was put tothe fight. Doyle was 
carried to an adjoining room by the proprietor and 
his weunds dressed. The matter was hushed up 
as much as possible, and the jocal papers were im- 
plored not tosay apyt*ing about It. 

To-day, however, the matter was made public 
by District Attormey McGahren publishing a8 
ecard in which he repudiates Dr. Doyle, his inti- 
mate friend. and to whom be owes his present 
position. He denounces Doyle in severe language 
and says heisno gentleman. This has created a 
great excitement among the Democratic : poli- 
ticians, and they sav the end is pot yet. Doyie in- 
vited McGabren to take a ride with hima few 
days before election into the country. MecGahren 
accepted, and while riding along the country 
roads Doyle distributed circulars the contents of 
which alluded to the New-Haven scandal and 
called upon all Democrats to repudiate uny man 
by the name of O'Malley. This enraged McGabren, 
and he immediately went to the houre of Dr. A. P. 
O'Malley and explained matters. The doctor said 
he had just »ppeared in time, as he bad heard of 
the affair and was on the lookout for both Doyie 
and McGahreb. O'Malley has warned several 
other of bis enemies that they had better beware, 
and at the present time there are no less than a 
half-dozen prominent Democrats running around 
the town with their eyes wide open and armed to 
the teeth, awaiting the appearance of O'Malley. 
One man js known tocarry a large butcher's knife. 

All sorts of rumors are in the air about duels 
to be fought, but nothing definite is known. Doyle 
is an influential worker iu the councils of the par- 
ty. and is identified with one faction known as the 
“ duelist statesmen,” and O'Malley isa member of 
anotber known as ‘‘the Lenahan faetion’’ or the 
** Joliv Boys from Cork.” Both factionsare siding 
with their respective friends,

THE CANADIAN PACIFIC'S SCHEME. 
SEs Tes 
PROBABLE COLLAPSE OF THE PLAN TO OB- 
TAIN A GOVERNMENT GUARANTEE. 
Ottawa, Ontario, Nov. 11.—There is now 
little doubt that the seheme by which the Domin.- 
ion Government was to guarantee three per cent. 
interest on the stock of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company has fallen through and will not be 


earried into effect. The official organs of the Min- 
istry here now announce that the arrangement, as 
at first announced, has been greatly modified. 
Only $60,000,000 of stock will be guaranteed, in- 
stead of $100,000,000, as at firet stated, and the 
greater portion of the stock which it is proposed 
to guarantee has already been Issued. It is 
———_ stated that of the remainder $35- 
000, will be placed with the Government 
and issued at some future time. All this is re- 
garded as a mere blind. The Pacific Company 
proposes to break the news of the collapse of its 
guarantee scheme gently, 80 as to prevent a panic 
among the holders of its stock. It has the Gevern- 
ment of Canada completely under ita control, and 
the cenduct of the Ministry in using their powers 
and the credit of the country to promote a nefa- 
rious stock jobbing operation bas brought disgrace 
upon Canada. There was little hope that the pro- 
posed guarantee would be approved by Parliament, 
and now the friends of the Government say they 
were never serious in proposing it. The whole 
scheme was intended to take money eut of Eng- 
lish and American stock speculators. 

One of thé members of the Canadian Govern- 
ment was in New-York when the guarantee 
scheme was first mooted, and, having a full 
knowledge of what was coming, ho Js said to have 
made a handsome fortune by buying up Canadian 
Pacifie stock at 48 and selling out at 62. The orig- 
inal stock of the company was only $25,000,000. It 
was watered up to $100,000,000,so that the Gov- 
ernment guarantee of 3 per cent. on the watered 
stock would be equa! to 12 per cent. upon the real 
capital steck of the company. Such a proposs] 
was too much even for Canadians, and the scheme 
will have to be abandoned.

A GRAVE ROBBER VON VICTED. 


A MEDICAL MAN FOUND GUILTY OF DESPOIL- 
ING A GRAVE: 

SyracvseE, Nov. 11.—On Saturday, March 
17, 1882, Edwin R. Harmon, a prominent resident 
of the village of Camilius, and Supervisor of the 
town, died, and his remains were interred in the 
family lot in the grave-yard in that villace 
on March 20. On the Sunday following the burial 


it was found that the grave had been disturbed, 
and on March 26 the grave wus opened, when it 
was found that the body had been stolen. On the 
evening of the same date the body was dis- 
covered in the Syracuse Medical College. 
The widow of the late Mr. Harmon had 
marked the grave of her late husband 
by placing little pieees of cedar wood where it 
would be impossible to obtain access to the grave 
without disturbing them. Finding them disturbed 
Mrs. Harmon insisted upon baving the grave 
opened, which was accordingly done. Thenit was 
found that the box holding the coffin had been 
broken into and that the body had been removed. 

Henry Thomson, formerly a medical student 
and a graduate of Syracuse University, was arrest- 
ed for robbing the crave. His trial was cencluded 
last evening. and at 9o’elook this morning, after 
remaining out all night, the jury rendered a ver- 
dict of guilty. Thomson will be sentenced on 
Menday morning.

THE SPEAK ERSHIP CONTEST 


MR. CARLISLE ON HIS CHANCES 1N 
THE COMING FIGHT. 

HE BELIEVES THAT IT LIES BETWEEN RAN 
DALL, COX, AND HIMSELF, AND THAT 
MR. RANDALL WILL NOT WIN. 

Wasutnoton, Nov. 11.—Mr. John G. 

Carlisle arrived here this afternoon, and al- 

ready the Speakership canvass may be said to 

have begun upon the ground where, after all, 
it must be fought our. Since his arrival 

Mr. Carlisle has had a stream of visitors 

at his rooms in the Kiggs House, and 

although greatly fatigued by a long railway 
ride, he has received all cailers hospitably, and 
talked frankly about his prospects in the con- 
test for the Speakership. He is confident, but 
not boastful. During the Summer he has 
not been idle, and he comes to Wash- 
ington well informed by correspondence 
with members-elect of his own chances 
and those of his opponents. While many 
names have peen mentioned, Mr. Carlisle be- 
lieves that the contest is between Mr. Randall, 
Mr. Cox, and himself, and that Mr. Randail 
will certainly be defeated. He is aware 
that Mr. Randall will come to the 
capital backed by powerful influences 
and assisted perhaps by the imoression 
created by ingenious newpaper paragraphs 
which bave appeared all over the country that 
Mr. Randall’s election must come as surely 
as the convening of Congress, Mr. Carlisle 
is also aware that there is a tendency 
on the part of Congressmen to go 
to the man who is obviously to be 
the winner, and that if his opponents 
have been successful in giving this impression 


they have occupied ground that may be held 
or may be lost by them after the contest is 
older. Mr. Carlisle does not think that the 
candidacy of Mr. Cox and himself, both tariff 
reform men, will prove an assistance to Mr. 
Randall. 

“If the men who favor Mr. Cox have any 
reasons for supporting him,’’ said Mr. Car- 
lisie, *‘ those reasons can scarcely hold good 
in Mr. Randall's favor. I cannot see how any 
man who favors my election could change 
from me to Mr. Randall. If Mr. Cox was 
stronger than I in the balloting the prebabil- 
ity is that my friends would go to Mr. Cox. 
Should my strength prove greater than that 
of Mr. Cox, Ihave many reasons for believ- 
ing that the contest would be decided by his 
friends in my favor.” 

Mr. Carlisle naturally declines to go into the 
details of his canvass, although there is no 
doubt he possesses much more minute informa- 
tion as to the direction in which members will 
go in indicating first or second choice than 
he bas been supposed to have. The 
amazing unanimity with which news- 
papers in the East and to an extent 
in the West have conceded Mr. Randall’s 
election beforehand has been the subject of 
abundance of gossip here. Very few of the 
newspapers circulating the report have ap- 
peared to care whether it was so or not. 

luffng aside, and calculating Mr. Randall’s 
chances without prejudice, good politicians 
bere are unable to see how he can depend upon 
more than 6U votes to start with, and that isa 
long way off from an election. 

Mr. Cox is expected to be here to-morrow, 
and Mr. Randall’s triends, who think he ougbt 
to have been first upon the ground, are look- 
ing for his arrival at any moment. Mr. Car- 
lisle has not yet selected his head-quarters. 
He will probably take rooms further down 
town, so as to have a more central location 
and spend part of his time there and the re- 
mainder at the Riggs House, where he is to 
live during the session of Congress,

SMUGGLING CHINESE COOLIES, 
HOW THE 


CHINESE RESTRICTION ACT AND 
THE TREATY ARE VIOLATED. 

WasuHinGTon, Nov. 11.—Reference was 
made several days ago to the fact that Senator 
Miller. of California, had filed in the State and 
Treasury Departments letters with regard to the 
recent allegec attempts to evade the provisions of 
the Chinese restriction act and the treaty of 1850 
by means of faise certificates issued by the Chinese 
Superintendent at Hong Kong. In his letter to the 
State Departments Gen. Miller first sets forth the 
facts as to such fraudulent importation, beginning 
last May, when three coolies arrived at San 
Francisco by the steamer Arabic, followed 
by 389 on the same vessel on Sept. 


2; 230n the Oceanic, Sept. 16:50 on the Coptic, 
Sept. 22; 69 on the Rio Janeiro, Oct. 18, and 111 on 
the City of Tokio on Oct. 22. He states that while 
most of these people were disguised in the dress 
of the elass they claimed to belong to, it was quite 
clear that they were coolies or laborers. He 
quotes the Jaw and the treaty to show how their 
provisions were thus evaded and violated, and 
states that “ the Customs officers at San Francisoo, 
showing a very delicate sensibilitv toward the 
Government of China and rare confidepce in her 
good faith and honor, permitted most of these 
certificated coolies to land, but finding these frauds 
to multiply with startling rapidity, they refused to 
land a part of the certified importation by the Rio 
Janeiro. 

The Senator then pointed out that if this scheme 
is countenanced by the Government of China, it is 
manifest that treaty obligations are disrecarded 
by that Government in a manner most ofiensive 
and reprehensible, and that if it is done without 
the knowledge or sanction of the imperial Govern- 
ment, the acts of the official “who issues these 
false certificates cannot be too soon disavowed.” 
He is unwilling to believe that the Chinese Govern- 
ment has given its sauction to sach a grave viola- 
tion of the treaty and the law, and suggests that 
inquiries should be made of the Govern- 
ment, first, “whether the Superintendent of Cus- 
toms at Canton is authorized to issue such 
certificates; second, whether it is known to 
the Imperial Goveroment that this official has is- 
sued such certificates to Chinese laborers, and, 
third, whether the Government of Cnina is _pre- 
pared to avow orsanction the acts of said official, 
or whether to disavow the sume, and, if so, to 
whatextent. He then suggusts ‘that, pending the 
answers to these inquiries, the Customs officers 
ebarged with the execution of the act would be 
justified in disrezarding cortificates issued by tho 
Superintendent of Customs at Canton whenever 
it manifestly appears that the persons holding the 
same are Chinese laborers, and that instructions to 
that effect might properly be given by the compe- 
tent authority. 

The Senator then calis attention to the fact that 
in the first Chinese restriction act, which was 
vetoed by the President, it was provided that all 
permits from the imperial Government to come 
from China to the United§States should be visied 
by diplomatic or Consular Representatives of the 
United States at the ports or places of departure, 
and that this provision formed one of the objec- 
tions of the President to the act, and that it was 
omitted from the present law in order to obvi- 
ate the President’s objection. He points ovt that 
under the first act the fraud now practiced would 
have been impossible without the concurrence 
of our own diplomatic or consular oflicers 
and submits the inquiry, whether it is not 
now practicable without specific direction of law 
to give authority to these officers to so visé certifi- 
cates, and to give notice on the part of*our Govy- 
ernment that such eertifieates would be recognized 
as valid only when properly visccd. 

He sav that he believes that the Chinese Govern- 
ment would interpose no objection to such a reg- 
ulation, and that it is competent for the State De 
partment to make it. He concludes by saying 
that “ the whole diftienlty Is that In trusting to the 
honor of the Chinese Government to designate 
xersons of the permitted classes the United States 

as been defrauded by Chinese officials, who 
have certified Chinese laborers as merchants, stu- 
dents, &c.” 

Jn his letter to the Treasury Department the Sen- 
ator requests that Customs officers be instructed 
to disregard certificates issued by the Superin- 
tendent of Customs at Canton, in cases where the 
persons certified as merchants, &c., are evidently 
and palpably Chinese laborers, who are being fn- 
troduced into the United Statesin fraud of the 
law and the treaty.

THE DISHONEST CLAIM AGENTS. 

WasuHIncton, Nov. 11.—The recommenda- 
tion of Commissioner Dudley to Secretary Teller, 
that hereafter no one shall be allowed to practice 
before the Pension Office as an uttorney unless he 
is a member in good standing of the bar of some 
eourt in the United States, strikes at one 
of the worst features of the disreputable 
practices now receiving such general atten- 
tion. The circulars which have been returned 
here In response to the general call through the 


press disclose the fact that persons without tne 
most ordinary education haye announced them- 
selves as pension attorneys and carry on their 
swindling through the Post Office, having no place 
of business and not even appearing in the city Di- 
rectory. Several cases have been found where 
circulars bave been sent out under assumed 
names. Tn two instances attorneys who have 
been detected in dishonest practices huve based 
their defensa upon the plea that they did 
not understand the pension laws. With a consia- 
erable number of the attorneys whose methods 
have lately been discovered the entire equipments 
for prosecuting the business seems to be an ability 
to collect a list of soldiers or their heirs, cunning 
enough to devise attractive and deceptive eircu- 
lars, and persistence iu dunning for fees after the 
victims have been entrapped and added to the list 
of clients. If the Commissioner’s reeommendation 
is adopted by Seeretary Teller it willcut off at lenst 
half of the worst cases of those practicing in this 
city before the Pension Office.

A LARGE ENCAMPMENT PROPOSED.

A CHANGE WHICH WESTERN RIVER STEAM- 
BOAT LINES FIND BENEFICIAL. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 11.—Capt. H. W. Stein 
has abolished the bar privilege on the steamor 
Charles Morgan, which has just come off of tho 
marine ways and “will leave here for 
New-Orleans on Wednesday. The privilege had 


been yielding $175 a month. An old river 
Captain said to-night that Cant. Stein would make 
money by abolishing the bar on the Morgan. He 
was eertain the boat would get a passenger trafiic 
that would be enough larger and more desirable to 
compensate several times over for the mone 
received for the bar privilege. The foek- 
ing, be oontinued, bas been growing for 
several years among steam-boat men on the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers that they could get rid of 
the bars on their boats to good advantage. Cupt. 
Stein is not the first to try the expermment. Capt. 
Williamson has not permitted a bar for some 
time on any of the boats ho controls in 
the Cincinnati and Pittsburg trade, and he 
claims to have made a hit with the public in get- 
ting rid of them. Theo Davidson Line on the Mis- 
sissippi has followed the same course, and its busi- 
ness has been benefited. The bare on the Tennes- 
see River Line of boats are to be abol- 
ished, and the bar on the Ariadne, which 
leaves Cincinnati this week, is being re- 
moved. The example of the Morgan, which is 
one of the largest boats on the Western waters, it 
is thought, will soon be imitated py other boats 
running in the Cincinnati aud New-Orleans trade, 
and a saloon attachment to a first-class boat may 
become the exception instead of the rule. It is 
said that the room saved by tuking out the bar will 
in most instances be worth more to the owners of 
boats than is received for the bar privilege.

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CRIMINALS COME TO GRIEF 


A HUGH COUNTERFEITING SWIN- 
DLE FRUSTRATED. 

THREE NOTORIOUS MEN ARRESTED AND 
BOGUS BONDS FOUND, NEARLY COM- 
PLETED, OF THE CENTRAL PACIFIC 
AND MORRIS AND ESSEX RAILROADS. 

A bold scheme to flood the market with 
counterfeit bonds of the Morris and Essex and 
Central Pagific Railroads bas been nipped in the 
bud by the arrest of the counterfeiters engaged in 
the plot. There were also sevured a number of 
counterfeit bonds, almost ready to be placed on 
the market, and ali the dies, stamps, and other 
paraphernalia used and intended to be used by the 
prisoners iu their operations. The prisoners are 
William E. Brockway, Lew Martin, and Nathaniel 
B. Foster. all notorious and expert forcers and 
manufacturers of counterfeit notes and bonds. 

Two months ago Detective Sergeants Cosgrove 
and Mangin, while at Thirty-fourth-street and 
Third-avenue, saw Brockway leave an elevated 
train at the station there, and they followed him to 
No. 231 Lexington-avenue, which is a respectable 
boarding-nhouse. Brockway had been released from 
custody about 18 months ago. He nad been con- 
victed in tne United States District Court in Brook- 
lyn on two indictments for counterfeiting one-hun- 
dred-dollar United States Treasury ond one-thou- 
sand-dollar Government bonds, but on surrender- 
ing all the counterfeit bonds and giving up all the 


plates, dies, stamps, &c., used in manufac- 
turing the counterfeits sentence was suspended 
and he wea released. He was warned, how- 
ever, at the time that if he was caught 
in the business again the sentence of 30 
years to which he was liable would be imposed. 
He was therefore a marked man, and the detect- 
ives deemed it their duty to watch him and report 
the facts to Inspector Byrnes, who had fuil 
charge of the proceedings which resulted in 
thearrests, Lbrockway’'s frequent visits to the Lex- 
ington-avenue house induced the Inspector to hire 
a room ina house immediately opposite, and 
in this room Detectives Mangin, Cosgrove, and 
Heard established a regular watch on the oecu- 
pants of No, 231. It was discovered that Nathaniel 
B. Foster, a notorious forger, lived in this house, 
and was visited there by Brockway and Lew Mar- 
tin, making a trio of the most expert counterfeit- 
ers in the United States. Brockway wus followed 
from the house in Lexington-avenue to No. 27 

West Eleventh-street, where, under the name of 
Speneer, he boarded with a woman known to the 
other tenants in the housé as Mrs. Gilbert. and 
who occupied a flat in the house. Mrs. Gilbert is 
believed to be Brock way’s wife. Martin was traced 
to the St. James Hotel, where it was ascertained 
that he had ocoupied Room No. 86 for several 
months. He was known there as a sporting man, 
fond of horse racing. The detectives who were 
watching Brook way, following him from place to 
place all over the City, had not been engaged in 
this business for many days when they became 
aware that two men, strangers to them, were also 
dogging bis footsteps. It was at first supposed 
that they were associates of Brockway. but their 
actions did not support this theory, and then it was 
found that they were Government detectives, under 
Chief Drummond, of the Secret Service. Mr. Dram- 
mond said that he was satisfied that Brockway 
could not content himself by earning an honest 
living, and since his release he had been constantly 
watched by Government officers. At the request 
of the police the Government offieers were with- 
drawn. 

A room was then hired onposite Brock way's resi- 
éence, and Detectives McCloskey and Fields were 
installed to watch the forger’s movements. De- 
tective Slevin had chargo of this branch of the 
case. Detective Al Williamson was posted at the 
St. James Hotel to note Martin’s movements. 
Brockway was followed to a number of litho- 
graphing and printing establis!iments in the 
lower part of the City, -and he _ also 
paid visits to several banking houses in 
Wall-street. Nota single day passed but the three 
mea met at Brockway’'s or F. ster's lodgings, or iu 
Martin's room at the hotel. ‘There were constant 
meetings in Martin’s room, where the conspira- 
tors retrnained for hours. The first trustworthy in- 
formation that the men were concocting some ne- 
farious scheme was received through a letter. 
Broekway and Martin were coming down stairs 
in tne hetelfrom the room of the latter one day 
and Brockway, after reading a letter, tore it up 
and threw the pieces away. A detective who was 
on the wateh picked up the fragwents unobserved. 
They were put together and it was found that the 
party Was engaged in some illegitimate transaction. 

During the past week it was noticed that small 
packages were being warried from the Lexipgton- 
avente house to the one in West Eleventh-street, 
and thence to Martin’s room at the hotel, and 
from other indications it was surmised that the 
scheme was ripe and it was time for the police to 
stop in and frustrate it. With this object in view, 
search warrants were obtained from Recorder 
Smyth in his private office in Nassau-street early 
on Saturday morning for the examination of the 
rooms occupied by the three men. The 
services were obtained of two of Chief 
Prummond'’s most experienced men, who were 
familiar with the dies, stamps, and other para- 
phernalla used in voanterfeiting. At 11 o'clock on 
Saturday morning Detective Sergeant Langan was 
alone in the room in the bouse opposite No. 231 
Lexingeton-avenue. Sergt. Slevin, Detectives Heard 
and Radford, and one of Drummond’s men were 
sent to the place to awaitinstructions. Detec- 
tives Cosgrove, McCloskey, Mangin, and Handy 
were detailed to the house on Eleventh-street, and 
they were also aceompanied by one of Drum 
mond’s men. Detective Williamson was at 
the hotel. The Inspector was anxious to 
catch all three of the suspected persons 
acting in concert, At 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon Cosgrove reported that the three men 
baa met in Foster’s room, in tho Lexington-ave- 
nue house. Ne was immediately sent back to tell 
tho officers to make a raid on the house 15 min- 
utes after receiving the instructions, so as to cive 
Cosgrove time to reach the house in West Elev- 
enth-street and convey similar instractions to the 
ofticers watching there that the two raids might 
be made simultaneously and prevent notice being 
sent from one house to the other. The officers 
were instructed to demand admittance, and, in 
case of refusal, to burst open the door, Cosgrove 
delivered bis instructions to the Lexington avenue 
party and staried for West Eleventh-street. He 
had been gone only a few moments when Brock- 
way Was seen to leave the house ou Lexineton- 
avenue. Detective Heard followed him down to 
the Thirty-fourth-street station of the elevated 
railroad where both boarded the same down train. 
When the train was siowing up at the Houston- 
street station, Heard arrested Brockway. He sub- 
mitted quietly and did not appear ut all diseom- 
posed. The officer brought him to Police Head- 
quarters, where he was locked up. 

Meanwhile. the raids on the two suspected 
houses were Madesimuiltaneously. The detectives 
had noticed that whenever Brockway or Martin 
visited the Lexiogton-avenue house they gained 
immediate sdmissfon by two sharp rings at the 
door bell. This signal was nsed by the detectives 
and they were admitted without parley. They 
found Martin and Fosterin the apartments of the 
la ter xnd made them prisoners. No resistance 
was offered, and the men were hurried off 
to Police Head-quarters, where they were locked 
up. Inthe room were found a lot of dies, stamps, 
plates, electrotype plates, galvanic batteries, and 
all the paraphernalia for the counterfeiting of the 
construction mortgage of the Morris and Essex 
bonds of the denomination of $1,000, due in 1901, 
and bearing 7 per cent. interest, and the bonds of 
the Central Paelfic Railroad Company. series B, 
of the denomination of $1,000 each, The latter 
are gold-beariog bonds drawing 6 por cent. in- 
terest. There were also found the seals for these 
bonds, and also counterfeit dies of the London 
seal, a3 the interest on the Central Pacific bonds is 
payable in London, They found also a fac simile 
of the English tax stamp of the value of 6s. 3d. 
In addition to these were forms of type set up fer 
the purpose of printing the customary official in- 
dorsements necessary for registration and admis- 
sion to European markets on the back of the Cen- 
tral Pacific bonds. There wasa form set up in type 
for the following additional indorsement: “ Cen- 
tral Pacifie Railroad Company, California. and Or- 
egon Division, 6 per cent.. 20 yenrs’ gold-bearing 
bond of $1,009.” The figures $1,000 and the scroll- 
work surrounding it were obtainea by Brockway 
at a down-town establisiment, where tbe police 
subsequently got a drawing of It from the 
person! who sold them to him, Another form 
contained the trust certifieate in type. Eight- 
een packages of type for printing the coupons 
sitached to the bonds were also found. 
The Central Pacific bonds are lithographed and 
not engraved. A die for the figures 1,000 on the 
back of the Morrisand Essex Railroad bonds was 
among the articles found. It is thought proof can 
be given that the forgers had prepared a counter- 
feit of the United % States internal revenue 
stamp which was affixed to the genuine bond 
of the Morris and Essex Road. The genuine 
bond “from which the imitation was made 
is in possession of the police, and a plece had been 
cut out of it at the spot where the revenue stamp 
waa affixed, and the counterfeit stamp way fitted 
iu with great nicety. By the aid of a powerful 
magnifying glass. which was found in possession 
of Brockway, this discovery was made. This is an 
offense against the laws of the United States, and 
renders Brockway to the imposition of the sus- 
pended sentence of 30 vears. 

The detectives had no difficulty In entering and 
searching the apartmente of Brockway in West 
Eleventh-street. Enough was found to connect 
Lrockway with the scheme—a collection of photo- 
graphic copies of seroll work and viznettes on 
nouds and bank notes, and books of directions for 
the use of galvanic batteries, 

The most important discovery was madein the 
rooms of Lew Martin at the St. James Hotel. 
Rolled up in a neat package, in a bureau, were 
found 21 forged mortgage construction bonds of 
the Morris and Essex Railroad. as described above, 
bearing the pumbers 1.822, 1,228, 2,281. 1.248, 2,182, 
R41, 1,281, 1,824, 1.482, 2,128, 2.812, 1,284, 2,821, 842,1,842, £ 
814, 2.418, 2,841, 2,218, 2.184, and 2.481. Theseare exe- ? 
cuted in the bizhest style of the counterfeiter’sart 


and can only be distinguished from the genuine by 


anexpert. They are complete. with the exception 


of the signatures of the President and Treasurer. 
Some of them have the name of Samuel Sloan. the 
President, written on them with a quill, as Mr. 
Sloan sins his name. The signature is a remarka- 
bly clever forgery. Rolled up in tbis package 
were found a dozen new quills. in two 
different packages were found 15 and 18 
of these eounterfeit bonds, unnumbered and un- 
signed, of the same issue and series. On counter- 
feit bond No. 1,482 was the forged signature of 
Charlies E. Carryl, the Treasurer. It will be no- 
ticed as a curious circumstance that in numbering 
the counterfeit bonds the numerals 1, 2, 4. and 
8 alone were used. Besides these counterfeit 
bonds there were found in Martin’s rooma 
four dies and seals and two electrotype em- 
bossed seals used on the Morris and Essex 
bonds, several sheets of tracing paper on which 
the names of Samuel Sloan, Charles E. Corryl. and 
Percy Rk. Pyne, one of the Trvstees of the road, 
bad been traced. The signature of all three of 
these gentlemen appear on the genuine bonds. All 
this property was taken to Police Head-quarters. 

On the pergon of Broekway was found a genuine 
bond of the Morris and Eesex Road, No. 4.081, and 
agenuine bond of the Central Pacific Railroad, 
No. 362, series B, which had been used in the man- 
ufacture of the counterfeits, $160 in money, a 
number of letters, and drawings of the seals and 
stamps used in counterfeiting the bonds. Mar- 
tin had Sve new one-hundred-dollar Treasury 
notes and anumber of ietters showing his connec- 
tion with Brockway anda Foster. There were also 
found in his possession letters frem railroad offi- 
cers introducing him as 2 reputable business man. 
Martin evidently furnished the money for the en- 
terprise. Itis known that Brockway is poor, and 
it has been asccrtained that he recently sold, at 
the banking-house of Batlou & Co., in Wall-street, 
a one-thousand-dollar and a one-hundred-dollar 
Government security, which he received from 
Martin. In this transaction he gave the name of 
Spencer. The prisoners were arraigned at the 
Tombs Police Court vesterday, and were remanded 
until to-day, when they will be taken there for ex- 
amination. 

Brockway is 61 years of age and a native of Con- 
necticut. He studied chemistry under Prof. Siill- 
man, of Yale College. He isa printer and eleetro- 
typer. The first time he fell into the hands of the 
police was 30 years ago, when he was chargea with 
having taken an impression of a genuine plate of a 
live-dollar note on a bank in the State of Connecti- 
cut. while engaged in printing the notes forthe 
benk, from which he _ printed $100,000. 
Hie was sent to prison for five years, 
but escaped after serving three  vears. 
In 1865 he was engaged in the counterfeiting of 
a one-bundred-dollar compound interest Treasury 
note with Lew Martin, ** Hank” Hall, alias Hoimes, 
alias “Little Hank; “Jim’’ Morrison, “ Bill’ 
Overton, and Minnio Layton. Brockway ongraved 
the counterfeit fifty-doliar note with the head of 
Hamilton on the face, which was so perfect an im- 
jtation and gained so large a cireulation through 
the country that the Government was compelled 
to withdraw the genuine notes from circulation. 
In.connection with James Doyle, a bruther-in-law 
of Fester, and Charles H. Smith,a Brooklyn en- 
graver, Brockway next got out acounterfeit of 
the one-thousand-dollar seven-thirty Government 
bond, $809,000 of which were purchased by Jay 
Cooke & Co., in Philadelphia. Im 1873, in 
company with Smith and “Tom” Ballard, 
Brockway flooded the country with coun- 
terfeit five-hundred-dollar ‘lreasury notes, 
He was alyo concerned with “Hank” Hall and 
Lew Martin in the manufacture of the counterfeit 
one-thousand-dollar Treasury note (Morvis’s head) 
in 1878. In Angust, 1880, with James Doyle, Nathan- 
iel B. Foster, and Smith, the engraver, he got out 
one-thousand-dollar counterfeit notes on six dif- 
ferent national banks—three in Massachusetts, two 
in Pennsylvania,-and one in Maryland. On Oct. 22 
of the same year, in eompany with Smith and 
Doyle, he prepared for circulation 207 $1,000 6 per 
cent. coupon Government bonds, and got out of 
the trouble by surrendering the plates and giving 
valuable information. 

Lew Martin is about 60 years of age. He has 
been known as Luther k. Martin and Martin 
Luther. In 1875 be was indicted in the United 
States Court, in toe Western District of this State, 
witb Henry Maxey, alias Sweet, for counterfeiting 
five-hundred-dollar Treasury notes. He was never 
brought to trial on this indictment. He 
owned the plate from which the counterfeit 
five-hundred-dollar ‘Treasury note was printed 
and put iuto cireulation in 1869. He was an 
associate of an expert engraver and printer 
known as “Englishman Moore.” He was eon- 
nected with “Hank’ Holmes in counterfeiting 
one-hundred-dollar Treasury notes and fifty- 
dollar lega)-tender notes, and has long been 
recognized as a dealer and circulator of counter- 
feit paper money.

He isa native 
and resident of Bradford, lll., and was evidently 
brought to this City by Brockway ana Martin to 
assist in the forgeries. He is an expert penman, 
and it was bis business to fill in the signatures on 
the bonds. He comes of a family of forgers, and 
since his .early youth has been connect- 
ed with counterfelters. Tits father and sister 
aud his brother-in-law, Doyle. are ali. expert 
counterfeiters., He was arrested in 1968, in Quin- 
ey, liL, for dealing in counterfeit money. He was 
placed in heavy bail, but was never brought to 
trial. Heisa “*pal’ of Theodore Shotwell, alias 
Tom King, a notorious counterfeiter and bank 
burglar who died recentiy in Greenland, Col. 
Since the death of Shotwell Foster has been living 
with his widow, who is known as Mrs. Blakely. 
He has been engaged in disposing of the counter- 
feit money prepared by Brockway, Smith, and

THE WELSH MOUNTAIN CRIMINALS 
——_+— 
THE BUZZARD GANG TO BE PURSUED WITH 
BLOODHOUNDS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Nov. 11.—A dispatch 
tothe Jimes from Ephrata says a dozen armed 
men went into the mountains to-day in 
pursuit of the outlawed leaders of the no- 
torious Welsh Mountain gang. The _ eriminals 
are believed to have sought shelter among the cav- 
erns in Silver Mountain, whose rocky sides are cov- 
ered with timber and a dense growth oflaurel. The 
few paths upon it are blocked with hue boulders, 
and travel over them is difficult and dangerous. 


The Buzzards know the mountain thoroughly, and 
have for years made it one of their favorite haunts. 
Last night James R. Morris returned from Lebigh 
County, where he went to borrow two blood- 
hounds belonging to his brother-in-law. Mr. Mor- 
ris brought the dogs with him, and they will be 
used by a party of hunters that will go into the 
mountains to-morrow. Bruno, the bloodhound of 
the Laneaster Jail, it is said, will be used by an- 
other party if he can be obtained. 

Setweean 25 and 30 nunters will ga into the 
mountains if the weather is favorabie. The rain 
to' day made travelin the hills almost impossible, 
and all the hunters but two returned aarly and re- 
solyed to wait until to morrow to continue the 
chase. The half dozen detectives who were 
here on Saturday are of the opinion that 
Abe Buzzard wes only slightly wounded. They 
think he left Lancaster County immediately after 
the fight. The feeling against him and _ his 
fellow-criminals is very bitter amony_ the 
farmers and villagers, and it is probable 
thai if he is caught he will be 
lynehed. Ctifferd, the desperado who was cap- 
tured last week, has, it is said, made a full con- 
fession of the operations of the Welsh Blountain 
criminals during the two years he bas been con- 
nected with that organization.

MARTIN LUTHER'S HERESY 


oa. 


POINTS WHICH DEPRIVE HIM OF 
THE TITLE OF REFORMER. 

MGR. CAPEL ASSERTING THAT HIS TEACHING 
TENDS TO DESTRUCTION, RATIONALISM, 
AND AGNOSTICISM. 

Cincinnati, Ohio, Noy. 11.—At the cath- 
edral to-day Mgr. Capel, in two discourses, which 
supplemented each other, treated’ of Martin 
Luther from the Catholic stand-point. In the 
morning sermon the preacher showed that the 
ehurch was an- organized body, a corporation 
both human and divine—human inasmuch as it is 
made up of teachers in hierarchical order, and 
divine because inhabited by the Holy Spirit. This 
human-divine creature, born en Pentecost Sun- 
day. grew according to tho law of 
its existence, increasing, but not creating, 
every organ, just as is done by the 
human frame in assimilating food. Therefore, 
argued the Monsignor, the church in the fifteenth 
century was the babe born on Pentecost now 
grown to manhood. In the next place, it was 
urged that the Church is holy in its origin, in its 
object, in its means of ganctification, in its 
interior life, which is Christ and the Holy Ghost, 
and lastly, in its producing saints, And then it 
was concluded that the church at all times, and 


consequently in the sixteenth century, had this 
holiness. The Monsignor sald that the decrees of 
the Councii of Trent bore too painful testi- 
mouy to the corruptisn existing among the clergy 
and people; but this was no proof against 
the truth and holiness of the church, no more than 
the conduct of Judas would prove the Apostolio 
College corrupt, or our own evil deeds prove 
the falsity of the commandments or the crimes’ 
narrated in the daily press show tuat the American 
Constitution teaches wrong-doing. To show 
that the church was more vigorous than 
ever at the time of the Reformation, the Mon- 
signor appealed to ‘*The Imitation of Christ,” 
“The Spiritual Combat,” the works of Saint 
Teresa and others living immediately before or 
during the Luther period as literary evidence; 
to the labors of Saint Francis Xavier in 
the Old World and of Saint Louis Ber- 
trand in the New as missionary evidence; 
to the Orders of the Jesuits, the Oratorians, the 
Fathers of the Pious Schools, the Fathers of Saint 
Jerome Aemilian, the Theatines, andiothers as ev- 
idence of the creative power of association: to 
Saints Ignatius. Aloysius, Stanislaus Kostka, The- 
resa, Cajetan, Philip Neri, and a dozen others as 
evidence of the church’s power to make heroes of 
holiness at the very time her enemies would fain 
make believe she was corrupt. 

This evening the Monsignor continued his sub- 
ject, first disclaiming any intention of offending 
any one by what he should say of Luther as a re- 
former. He said that if he were in London to-day 
and should ask what was the state of intelligence 
in Europe when Luther lived, 99 out of 100 would 
say it was a state of gross darkness and would add 
that Luther's spark kindled the whole world inta 
a blaze of light. He would show that nothing was 
further from the truth than this modern view of 
Luther’s period and of his influence. He asserted 
that to Catholicism, and not to; Protestantism, 
was the world indebted for ithe light that 
followed the fifteenth century. Printing and 
paper, those powerful agents in the diffu- 
sion of knowledge, were invented before 
Luther was born. The diseovery of this 
New World was the result of the energy, learning, 
and liberality of Catholic Spain. At that time 64 
universities of learning existed in different patts 
of Europe. Church architecture and the art of 
that time were also cited as evidence that the 
Catholic Church was not a suppresser of learning. 
The existence of republics with a prosperous 
commerce under Catholic ausplees gave the 
lie to the charge that the Catholic Church 
was the enemy of energy. learning, and liberty. 
Without speaking in any detail of the life of Lutber 
he would mention one or two points that were suf- 
ficient to deprive him of the title of Re- 
forroer. When he was 20 years of age he 
took solemn vows in the Catholie Chureh. 
This was a voluntary act, but a most solemn 
obligation, yet he voluntarily broke his vow. This 
was not the mark of a saint. Another fact, cited 
with reluctance, was that he wrote and left tc the 
world letters of such coarse sensuousness that any 
pure man would suffer his right hand to be eut off 
rather than writethem. Reformers were not made 
of such material, 

Tne Monsignor said that Luther's heresy was 
special in that it was a revolt against the prmcipal 
authority and the assertion of the right of private 
judgment instead; yet, with singular inconsist- 
ency, he undertook to say what should 
be the private judgment of all his fol- 
lowers. Looking to» the- fruits of Luther's 
teachings, Mgr. Capel said: “A recent pre 
lication says there are 236 divisions of the Frot- 
estant religion in England alone. On the contrary, 
the Catholic Church remains the same everywhere 
throucbout al! time. Luther's teaching tends to 
destruction, not to building up. It tends ‘to ra- 
tionalism aod agnosticism. Communism, another 
of its legitimate fruits, was not known in the Mid- 
dic Ages. Revolt against the principal authority 
leads to all this. No nation has ever been con- 
verted to Christianity by Luther's followers. It 
would be impossible when his rule of private judg- 
ment was to govern.”’ 

Passing to the popular claim that Luther gave 
the Bible to the masses, Mgr. Capel said that be- 
fore Luther was born the Catholic Church trans- 
lated the Scriptures into the language which ws 
the mother tongue of all people ot learning. He 
argued that Christianity dees not depend alone on 
reading the Bible. During the first three centuries 
of Christianity there was no New Testament. Ths 
Catholic Church says read the Scriptures, but do 
not place your own interpretation on them. 

In conclusion, he begged his hearers to look at 
this matter inthe licht of history and reason, and 
not blindly follow the shibbdoleths of prejudiee re- 
peated during four centures. 


Trenton, Nov, 11.—The Lutheran churches 
of this city celebrated the four-hundreth anni- 
versery of Luther’s birth to-day. Both churches 
were elaborately deeorated and very fine music 
was rendered. At Christ’s (English) the Rev. Dr. 
Harpster delivered a memorial address, in 
which the life of the Reformer was re- 
viewed, and from the statistics of the Lu- 
theran Church he showed that duripg the 
past quarter of a century that church had 
more than quadrupled in this country in ministers, 
churches, and me.abership, there now being 3.500 
clergymen, 6,000 churches, and 800,000 members. 
He also insiated that the church of Luther was the 
only one which perpetuates the day of Penteeost 
by teaching the Word of God in every tongue... At 
Trinity (German) the Rev. J. Zentner preached 
upon the founder of the charch both morning and 
evening. Atth!s church the band of the Seventh 
Reziment, N. G, S. N. J., assisted the ohoirin the 
musical portion of the services,

A GREAT LUTHER FESTIVAL. 

BERLIN, Nov. 11.—All the members of the 
imperial family attended a special Luther service 
at the cathedral to-day. 

The historical procession at Eisleben yesterday 
was a great success. It represented Luther's recep- 
tion by Count Mansfield, and consisted of heralds, 
trumpeters, bannérmen, huntsmen, falconers, 
knights, esquires, councilors, and noblemen, with 
attendants, a!! richly dressed in correct costumes 
of the time of Luther. Luther rodein a decorat- 
ed carringe.with his three sons, followed by 
city cuilds with banners, miners, trades’ associa- 
tions, and citizens ceneraliy in varieus antique 
costumes. The whole madea splendid spectacle, 
eliciting continuous cheers and shouts of admira- 
tion along the whole route of the procession. 

Sr. PsererspurG, Nov. 11.—The Luther an- 
niversary is declared by the press here to be an oc- 
casion for rejoicing in the whole civilized world. 

Lonpon, Nov. 11.—A service was held at 
Westminster Abbey to-day in connection with the 
Luther festival. The Archbishop of York preached 
amemorial sermon. Luther services were also 
held in many cities and towns throughont the 
kingdom. At Peterborough papers were circulated 
accusing Luther of Neentiousness and blasphemy, 
and were offered to people leaving the cachedral. 
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AN OLD VETERAN DYING. 
BaLtTimmore, Md., Nov. 11.—Col. Elijah 
Stansbury, one of the few survivors of the Old 
Defenders’ Association, composed of those whe 
took part in the battle of North Point in 1812, is 


eported to-night to be dying at his residence 10 
this city from general debility and age, being 
in his ninety-sixth year. At the last annual cele- 
bration of tne asaociation, in September, when only 
six raombers assembied at the City Hall, Mr. Stans- 
bury was unabie to be present. He was Mayor of. 
Baltimore from 3849 to 1861.

BOLD ATTACKS AT NEUVILLY~AND 

A GENERAL STATE OF TERROR. 

(OME RECENT CASES AND FRE8H DISCUSSIONS 
OF CRIME—VAGABONDS IN PARIS UN- 
AWED BY TIE POLICE. 

Paris, Oct 29.—‘‘ We have returned to 
fhe happy days of the Middle Ages, when the 
jtreets were deserted and obscure, and when 
jhe inhabitants did not dare to go out after the 
wrfew unless armed with their good Toledo 
Jagger or escorted by their faithful estafiers. 
for the past month we have heard of nothing 
put night attacks, ambushes, and audacious 
fobberies. Civilization seems to have had no 
ther result than to make evil-doers more 
kilful and crime more ingenious,’”’ This pic- 
ure of Paris, written 40 years ago by Mme. 
fe Girardin, describes the condition of certain 
puarters of the city, and more especially of 
fhe suburbs, to-day. For some time past the 
phabitants of Neuilly, which is only 10 min- 
jtes’ walk from the Arc de Triomphe, have 
been preyed upon by a band of Parisian 
jobbers, apparently as well organized 
is the police who are paid to watch 
yver them. Those persons who believe 
that Ponson du Terrail or Emile Gaboriau 
have invented anything should read the ac- 
sounts of these recent robberies. Neuilly cov- 
prs as much extent of ground as an arrondisse- 
ment of Paris, and contains over 30,000 inhab- 
tants. It is composed principally of country 
pouses, surrourded by lawns and gardens, and 
f the residence of well-to-do Parisian mer- 
thants and professional men, as well as the 
home of many weaithy persons, The city was 
jormerly the residence of the Orleans family. 
Dn the fall of the July monarchy, the property 
was cut up andsold, The arrangement of its 
streets, half village and half city, renders it 
yery well adapted for night attacks and 
srimes of allsorts. Ashort time age a band 


f five robbers entered the vroperty of M. 
frouvenat by scaling the high wall surround- 
jug his garden. it wasl o’ciock in the morn- 
ng, and the family was asleep on the second 
= The burgiars entered the house by 
jeans of false keys, and lighted the gas in the 
all, as well as five candies and a lamp 
1 the dining-room, Then they leisurely 
packed up the silverware, unhung s3v- 
ral valuable pictures, and took what other 
hings they wanted, passing them to accom- 
plices waiting outside. lf the thieves had been 
tisfied with ransacking the ground floor 
ow would probably bave got away without 
pwakening the family, but they were bold 
pnough to walk up stairs and look into a cham- 
ber adjoining the one occupied by M. Rouve- 
pat. Mme, Rouvenat, hearing the noise, got 
po. This movement disturbed the thieves, 
and they went down stairs) When Mme, 
Rouvenat opened the door she saw the five 
en getting out of the window. She was so 
Seabioned that she was unable tv give the 
tlarm soon enough, and the robbers got away, 
Before quitting the house they ate and drank 
their fill, and left a note saymg: ‘‘M. Rouve- 
pat, you are overburdened, and we have light- 
paed your house; make some new purchases, 
or we shall be round again soon, from 1 to 4 
I the morning. Coour- Vaillant, Couche-Tout- 
u.” 
After this burglary the Police Superin- 
tendent of Neuiliy, M. Vérillon, demanded re- 
inforcements from the Paris Prefecture, and 
pnd they were sent tohim. As soon as they 
prrived he organized a new system of patrois, 
so that the thieves might not know when the 
lice would make their rounds. After M. 
‘érillon bad made all his preparations he was 
pitting in bis office a few nights ago, when a 
peedy looking individual ealled upon him and 
told him that if he wisbed he could tell him 
who were the authors of the recent robberies. 
While this individual was talking the Super- 
Jatendent noticed three suspicious-looking men 
just outside the office. Calling two of his offi- 
pers, he stepped out and wept up to this 
oup. In answerto a question as to what 
hey were doing there at so late an bour, 
pre of them demanded why such a ques 
tion was asked, The Superintendent replied 
that as there had been several robberies lately 
be was obliged to question everybody who 
walked about during the night. He further 
psked these men where they belonged. One 
pf them said that he lived at Paris and that 
his two companions lived at Neuiliy, in a lodg- 
ing-house in the Rue de Longchamp, but **they 
fion’t remember the number.” (Questioned 
ptill further, the spokesman of the group said 
that he had no reason to conceal his identity, 
and gave his nameas Jules Teilleau, aged 20 
years, and living at No. 16 Boulevard RKoche- 
chouart, Paris. ‘‘Are you satisfied now ¢”’ 
he added. It seems that M. Vérillon was not 
patisfied, for ne grabbed Teilleau and attempted 
to take him along, when one of his companions 
irew out a pistol ana fired; tnen the two ran, 
ursued by the officers who were with the 
superintendent. ‘The first shot was dodged by 
M. Vérillon, but the second one struck him in 
the calf of the leg. One of bis officers fired at 
the retreating robbers, ene of whom fired 
back, but instead of wounding the officer the 
ball hit Teilleau intheneck. The Superintend- 
ent was taken to his home, and Teilleau was 
conducted into the station. He was very well 
dressed, and pretended that he was born at 
jssondon; that be was 20 years old and had 
only come up from Bordeaux a fortnight 
before. Upon him was found certain letters 
pent to him by a young woman in the Saint 
Lazare prison. When the officers went to 
auestion her they found that she had been 
discharged the previousday. She was traced, 
Teilleau’s photograph was shown to her, and 
she finally ** peached.” It appears that Teil- 
Jeau’s real naine is Alexis Delbary, that he is 
23 years old, and that he is an old offender, 
having already been condemned six times. 
Although claiming to be a sort of peddler, he 
jhas in fact no other means of existence than 
the prostitution of this woman, whose name is 
Marie Leblanc, and who admitted that she 
aliowed him $2 a day for his support. From 
indications given by this woman itis probable 
that Delbary’s companions will soon be caught. 
The thieves do not seem to be frightened by 
Delbary’s arrest, for the following nighta 
band of six paid a visit to the residence of the 
Marquis de Crozier, who had gone to the 
opera, leaving the house in charge of the 
chamber-maid, Her story of what took place 
is probably a little embellished, but the fact of 
the visit remains unquestioned. M. de Cro- 
vier's family had not yet returned from the 
country, and the thieves evidently knew this, 
as well as the absence of the master. During 
the evening the servant says she heard foot- 
steps in the garden walk, She went to 
window, where she saw six men 
trying to break the lock ofthe outside 
door. She had the courage to ask them what 
they wanted. A big, strapping fellow replied: 
**My girl, you just keep quiet, it doesn’t con- 
cern you.” ‘Ah, well, then. 1 will wake up 
my master,’? she replied. “ Your master! 
What are you talkmg about? He has gone 
out; we saw him ride away in his carriage. 
You are alone.’’ continued the man, who 
seemed to be the chief of the band. ‘‘ You 
think so, do you ?’ cried the servant, and she be- 
gan to yell ** Monsieur ! Monsieur ! come quick: 
there are thieves |”? Then she closed the win- 
dow hurriedly and ran and opened another one. 
Tbe thieves, thinking they were mistaken, de- 
camped. To deceive them still furtuer the girl 
lit a jot of candles in all thechambers. At 1:30 
in the morning M, de Crozier returned. Find- 
ing his house so brilliantly lighted he ques- 
tioned his servant, who told him what had 
taken place. The Marquis immediately loaded 
two fowling-pieces. Soon afterward he heard, 
or thought he heard, footsteps in his garden. 
Thinking it might be his coachman, he cailed 
out to him, Heceiving no response, M. de 
Crozier fired several times. As soon as the

echoes had died away he heard a voicecry out: | 


*‘ We are police agents. What is the matter {” 
‘The Marquis explained what had passed; a 
battue was at once made, but without result, 
Notwithstanding the incroase of the police 
force the inhabitants are terrified, and barri- 
cade their dwellings after nightfall.

others are bullies, who live by * protecting”’ 
their friend when she is arrested by the police. 
‘This last class is becoming dangerously 
in Paris, A great proportion of the men ar- 
rested here for nocturnal attacks belong to the 
class known ag souleneur» Another curi-

ous fact is that many of them are gen- 
erally young; out of about 40,000 arrests 
made annually 7,000 are minors and 20,000 
heve already had one or more condemnations, 
The outlying quarters, by the fortifications, 
are.infested with these bullies and their female 
companions, and they even come into the heart 
of the city. The Faubourg Montmartre, one 
of the most frequented pert ogi belongs 
to them after 10 o’clock at night. Stendhal, 
who preferred bandits to honest people, be- 
cause, as he said, they were not so common- 
place, would be delighted if he were alive now. 
These soutencurs remain guiet as long as their 
partner is able to furnish them with the means 
of existence, but when, as is frequently the 
case, she is put into Saint Lazare, her vaga- 
bond companion, too lazy to work, prefers to 
take to crime, This was the case with Del- 
bary ; he had been deprived of his $2a day while 
his partner was in prison, and he was about to 
make acoup for bis living. Tbese bands are 
thoroughly organized and have taken special 
names, as is seen by those signed to the note 
left by the robbers at M. Rouvenat’s 
house. For that matter, the assumption 
of fictitious mames by these _ inter- 
esting individuals is nothing new. There 
Was some years ago a famous band led by 
Géliner, who was called by his comrades 
* Raisiné,” which, in thieves’ slang, means 
blood. His two lieutenants were called ‘* Téte- 
de-Lion” and ‘ Téte-de-Veau.” Cne of the 
band was nicknamed *‘Gigot” because he had 
@ special fondness for mutton; others were 
called ‘*‘ Gendarme,” ‘ Crotite-au-Pot,” and 
* Guillotine,” the latter because his grand- 
father had had his head cut off. Another 
notorious band was called the ‘* Cravates- 
Nertes,” and was commanded by Godard, sur- 
named the ** Asticot.’”?’ Among the gang were 
** Mousse-a&-tout-faire,” *‘ Pater-Noster,’’ ** Nid- 
a-Poux,” ‘La Venette,” ‘* Bec-de-Moule,”’ 
** Rién-du-Tout,” and Boute-de-Siam.” 
Nearly all the men who have been guillotined 
on the Place de la Roquette have had curious 
nicknames. The parricide Lemain was called 
** La Goutte” because he had a decided taste 
for brandy : Moreau, who had killed a public 
woman, was called * Bitriche ;” Couturier, 
who split his wife’s head open, was known as 
* Touton:” Bondas, the assassin of Faath, 
was called’** Goulat.” Menesclou’s nickname 
was ** Petit-homme.” 

The present state of terror has revived the 
discussion as to the, cause of all this crime. 
Six thousand individuals—vagabonds and old 
offenders—wake up in Paris every morning 
without knowing how they will live until 
night. It is no wonder that there is an occa- 
sional violent outburst in the struggle for ex- 
istence, The Socialists claim that these vaga- 
bonds are made by the French prison system. 
Here, when a young man commits a crime, 
williully or on account of misery, he is sent to 
a prison where reform is the last thing thought 
about. He leaves the prison, after his term 
has expired, worse than when be entered. If 
he has also to undergo police supervision, be is 
so tracked, especially in the provinces, that he 
soon gets irritated and makes for Paris. He 
finds it impossible, even if he has the de- 
sire, to obtain work, as people are 
shy about employing any one who 
has been condemned or simply charged with 
crime before a court. Workmen do not like 
to associate with suspected companions., As 
arecent example of this feeling I need only 
cite the case of Tennuyson, the brother of the 
Le Pecq murderer, and tried as his accom- 
plice, who was obliged to leave bis place after 
his acquittal because his fellow-workmen 
threatened to strike if he was not discharged. 
He could not get employment here and was 
compelled to leave the country. The result 
of all this is that the young men who have 
served out one sentence invariably fall into 
their old ways and soon become hardened 
offenders. The prisons are overrun with 
them, and each year a new crop of minors 
is turned out upon society from institu- 
tions which, instead of reforming them, only 
make them worse. There is now a bill 
before the French Parliament giving the Gov- 
ernment power to transport old offenders, but 
political questions take the lead, and impor- 
tant social reforms must wait. It is only when 
more Police Superintendents have been shot 
and killed that the legisiators will see the need 
of hurrying this bill along. Some of the Con- 
servative papers are trying to make capital 
out of the Neuilly affair by charging the re- 
public with the responsibility. Cne journal 
speaks about the moral disorder brought about 
by the present régime. Another one admits 
the evil, says that drunkerness is on the in- 
crease, and that there isa weariness of life 
and an aberration of the overridden intellect 
from the top to the bottom of the ladder. This 
journal consoles itself with the thought that 
France is not alone in her misery, for, it says, 
Engiand Is eaten up with gin and prostitution, 
and German vagrancy is unrivaled. 

Whatever may be the true explanation; it is 
certain that Paris is at present infested with 
an army of vagabonds that the existing police 
force does not overawe, The Government, 
moved by the recent events, wishes to tale the 


“management of the police out of the hands of 


the City Council. The Minister of the Interior 
bas just renewed a proposal, made to the Cab- 
inet in 1879, to detach the Paris Police Depart- 
ment from the control of the municipality and 
attach it to his jurisdiction. If this change 
were made the Minister would be responsible 
for the security of Paris, as he now is for the 
rest of France. Without dcubt there is a po- 
litical side to this proposed change, but there 
1s also another side. For a long time there has 
been a steady conflict between. the City Coun- 
cil and the Prefecture, the former wishing to 
have the entire control of the police force in 
its hands. This antagonism has to a certain 
extent paralyzed the efforts of the police, and 
its friends claim that as long as this antago- 
nism exists it will not be possible for the vaga- 
bonds of all sorts to be effectually suppressed. 
On the other hand, the City Council claims 
that if the force was entirely under its control 
the city would be better guarded. Itis the old 
fight of the Parisian autonomist and the parti- 
sans of centralization.

OPENING A NEW CHURCH. 


DEDICATION WEEK IN THE EDIFICE OF THE 
MADISON-AVENUE METHODISTS 
The new Madison-Avenue Methodist Episco- 
pal Church at Sixty-first-street was opened yester- 
day with special services, which will be continued 
through the week, ending with the formal dedica- 
tion next Sunday. The Madison-Avenue Church 
was organized in October, 1881, by several families 
from various churches in this City. Now there are 120 
members. The corner-stone of the new edifice wae 
laid in July, 1882. Since January of this year the con- 
gregation have worshiped in the chupel adjoining. 

The church Is built of Belleville stone, with tower 
and belfry. It is 125 feet long and 89 feet wide. Its 
architecture is of the free Romanesque, barrel- 
vaulted over nave and aisles, a feature in which it 
differs from all other City churches. Itis finished 
in antique oak, with tinted walls. Tho platform 
stands under an arch, while the organ loft and the 
choir are to the left in the gallery. In the 
front is a gallery, and on the sides recessed 
arches for the galleries, giving an_ effect 
similar to that of tbe tri-forium in foreign 
cathedrals. ‘The acoustics are excellent, and the 
low tones of a preacher ean be heard distinetly 
all over the building. The decorations have not 
all been added as yet, but they are sufficient to 
give the idea of the architect. The auditorium 
will seat 750 persons. The pews are large and 
comfortable. The Jot upon which the chureh 
stands cost $115,000 and the edifice about $135,000. 
Over $159,000 was raised before the construction 
was commenced, and itis hoped that the entire 
debt will be soon liquidated. : 

The services connected with the opening yester- 
day morning consisted of ascrmon by the Pastor, 
the Rev. Doctor O. H. Tiffany, who was assisted in 
the services by the Rev. Dr. Curry and the Kev. F. 
C. Morgan. In the evening the Rev. Dr. J. M. 
Bulkiey, editor of the Christsan Advocate, preached 
asermon. To-nigkt a receptien will be given by 
the Ladies’ Social Union in the church pariors. 
Tuesday night there will be asermon by the Rev. 
Dr. John Hall; of the Fifth-Avenue Presbyterian 
Church; Wednesday night the Rev. Dr. C, H. Fow- 
ler wili preach, and on Friday night the Rev, Dr. 
Wiliiam M. Taylor, of the Broadway Tabernacle. 
On Sunday the dedicatory services will be held. 
Bishops C. D. Foss, W. L. Harris, and Matthew 
Simpson participating in the exercises.

| LUTHER'S GREAT REFORM

A BIRTHDAY FOUR HRAUNDRED 

YEARS AGO. 

SERVICES IN ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, WITH AD- 
DRESSES BY EX-JUDGE FANCHER, THE 
REV. DR. KING, AND OTHERS. 

The services in commemoration of the four 
hundredth anniversary of the birthday of Martin 
Luther in St. Paul's Methodist Epicopal Church, 
Fourth-avenue and Twenty-second-street, yester- 
day afternoon, were attended by a congregation 
which eompletely filled the body of the church. 
The Sunday-school attached to the church occu- 
pied the gallery, filling both sides, and contributed 
to the festival by uniting with the choir and con- 
gregation in singing the hymns. The musical part 
of the exercises was under the direction of Walter 
Rk. Johnston, the organist, and the choir con- 
sisted of Mrs. Imogene Brown, soprano; Miss 
Helen D. Campbell, contralto; Dr. McMichael, 
tenor,and Mr. F. L. Van Tassell, basso. On the 
platform of the pulpit with Bishop William L. Har- 
ris, who presided, were ex-Judge Enoch L. Fan- 
cher, the Rey. James S. Chadwick, of the Central 
Methodist Episcopal Church; the Rev. James MN. 
King, of the Eighteenth-Street Methodist Episeo- 
pal Church; the Rey. Dr. Bulkley, editor of the 
Christian Advocate, and the Kev. J. R. Day. D. D., 
Pastor of the church. The services began with the 


anthem, “ Praise the Lord,” sung by the choir, and 
after a brief prayer by the Rev. Dr. Chadwick and 
a hymn by the Savbath-schoo), Bishop Harris intro- 
duced ex-Judge Fancher as the first speaker. 

Judge Fancher delivered an address covering the 
history of Luther's life from the time when he be- 
gan to study for the law until he appeared before 
the Diet of Worms. A great lawyer was spoiled, 
the speaker said, when Luther devoted himself to 
the church. He was an honest man and had hon- 
est convictions, and he was a courageous Man who 
was not afraid to express his convictions. When 
he began the active reformatory work of his life a 
great wavo of reform began to ro}l over Germany 
and France and Switzerland and all over Eu- 
rope, and it went on and on_ until it 
touched the door of the Vatican itself. Luther 
began to proolaim by voice and pen the doctrine 
that the Holy Scriptures were above Popes and 
Councils, and others took up the ery and repeated 
it untilthe movement had become so formidable 
that the Catholilo Church trembled as it faved the 
results of the sweeping Reformation. Judge 
Fancher described in graphic words the appear- 
ance of Luther in the presence of the Diet of 
Worms, where Luther stood boldly up and refused 
to retract one word that appeared in his works, 
with the historical answer: ‘‘ Herel etand. I can 
dono otherwise, Gold helping me!"' and in con- 
ciusion said: “The Reformation vindicated the 
right of private judgment to interpret the Holy 
Scriptures. The effect of Luther's preaching and 
Luther's work is visible throughout the world to- 
day. On bis words at the Diet of Worms hung the 
fate of the Christian world." 

After the bymn ‘Faith of our fathers living 
still,” in which the congregation and Sunday- 
school joined with the choir, the Rev. Dr. King 
delivered an address on the heroic element in 
Luther's character, as shown in his pushing for- 
ward the Reformation against the opposition of 
civil and ecclesiastical authority, and at the risk 
of sacrificing his own life. Luther's hymn, “A 
mighty fortress is our God,"’ was then sung, and 
the Rey. Dr. Bulkley addressed the congregation. 
Luther was a man. he said, and not a saint, but he 
was different from most men because his evergy 
and courage prompted him to meet crises and 
stand up boldly before the enemy which he had 
sought. Dr, Bulkley exhibited a copy of the old 
edition of Lutber’s works, printed in 1564, which is 
in a perfect state of preservation, even to the 
——. It contains the famous comic songs 
aimed by Luther at the Pope, aud the pictures 
which he made use of so effectively. On one page 
is a picture under the title of Christian of Christ 
rejecting the crown, and facing it, on the opposite 
page, under the title of anti-Christian, a repre- 
sentation of the Pope accepting the homage of 
Ambassadors. Amana, the pictures contrasted 
are Christ washing the Disciples’ teet, and a King 
kissing the Pope's toe; Christ healing the sick, 
and the Pope sitting in state at a gladiatorial con- 
test; Christ bearing the cross on His shoulders, 
andthe Pope borne on the shoulders of men; 
Christ riding into Jerusalem on ap ass, and the 
Pope riding in siate to an @ufo-da-fe; Christ as- 
cending to heaven, and the Pope pitching head- 
long down to hell. Attbe conclusion of Dr. Bulk- 
ley’s address the Doxology was sung and the con- 
gregation disperged to the music on the organ of 
Beethoven's * Hallelujah Chorus.”

THE DAY IN THE CHURCHES. 
UTTERANCES IN THE PULPITS OF DIFFYER- 
ENT DENOMINATIONS. 

“In view of to-day’s commemoration of the 
birth of Martin Luther,” sala the Rev. Charies H. 
Eaton, at the Church of the Divine Paternity yes- 
terday morning, “I desire to cal) your attention to 
three characteristics of Protestantism. It must be 
borne in mind that the Protestantism of the nine- 
teenth century is seen in a much broader and 
clearer light than it was in the days of Luther.” 
The first characteristic of Protestantism, in the 
opinion of the speaker, was freedom of thought. 
Such freedom had not always been accorded the 
followers of Christ. ' Even the well-meaning lead- 


ers of the Reformation did not pretend to offer 
such absolute religious freedom to their converts. 
In thedays of Luther Protestantism meant little 
more than a protest against the dogmas of the 
Romish Church, The reformers of that period did 
not appreciate the fullscope of the Reformation, 
Luther and his colaborers were opposed to 
the doctrine of the Pope's _ infallibility, 
and they sought to offset that ei! an- 
other standard of infallibility. They found the de- 
sired standard in the Bible, which they at once pro- 
claimed a higher power than Pope or church. 

There were fanatics In the times of the reformers 
to besure. Martin Luther preached against the 

use of the sword in relizious crusades, but he was 
not moved tu condemn the exercise, by civil magls 

trates, of the power of persecution. Luther planted 
the seeds of Protestantism and the fruits of his 
labors are still in process of development. ‘The 
real Protestantism, combining freedom of religious 
thougit with civil liberty, was not known until it 
was interpreted and practiced in this country by 
sturdy Roger Williams. 

A second characteristic of Protestantizm was the 
sense of personal responsibility which it aroused. 
That characteristic, Mr, Eaton said, was the glory of 
Protestantism, but it still lacked its compiete de- 
velopment. The central idea of Protestantism 
was the perfect faith of mankind in God 
and in His Word, and no church could be 
a perfect church that did not teach its members 
that God was their personal God and friend. Pos- 
itive belief and positive practice constituted the 
third characteristic of Protestantism. In buliding 
a church designed to stand forever it was neces- 
sary that the foundation should be something in 
which people might believe absolutely. The Prot- 
estant church bad been built upon the Word of 
God, and successive ages had demonstrated that 
the most positive belief could be placed in that 
Word, and the mot positive practice could be 
based upon its teachings. 

The Rev. Dr. Francis L. Patton, of Prince- 
ton University, preached in the First Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning upon “The Reforma- 
tion and Protestantism." Great movements, said 
the speaker, come slowly, and the Reformation 
was no exeeption. The world had been get- 
ae ready for it a long time. There was a 
revival in almost every department of thought. 
The spiritual and temporal affairsof men were in 
the hands of a great corporation. To overthrow 
this system it was necessary that its opponents 
should be put in possession of some principles 
with which tocombat it. The discovery of three 
principles underlying the Reformation made the 
Reformation possible. The first principle was that 
the Bible was the only rule of faith and practice. 
If, as the Church of Rome claimed, it had therightto 
speak in the present tense, to tell the world notonly 
what God had said but what he was then saying 
the Reformation was impracticable. Luther's re- 
afiirmation of the Bible made the Keformation 

possible. It tanght men that the rule of faith was 
not found in any corporation, but inthe word of 
God itself. The second principie was the right of 
private judgment. The Komish Cuurch had said, 
**We alone can interpret the word of God. Wealone 
are fit todeal with this question.”’ This assumption 
Luther would have found an insurmountable ob- 
stacle to the acceptance of his first principleif he 
had not affirmed the second. ‘The third principle 
was justification by faith, The church had suid 
that the blessings of the Gospel were made over 
to the individual through faith, and that faith 
came througa the instrumentality of the church. 
Luther must point out an unobstructed way to 
Jesus Christ, a way in which no priest or church 
could stand. In affirming the third prineiple 
Luther found not only bis own peace, but a way to 
throw off the shackles of Rome. 

Two tendencies wore manifest in the present day 
with reepeet to Protestantism. Three possibilities 
were presented. The Protestant Church might re- 
vert to Home, it might go on to Rationalism, or it 
might hold to a middle path. The tendency to revert 
to the Romish form of government waa found only 
in the communion of the Church of England. 
The Reformation, by giving franchise to .bought, 
| bad opened the possibility of Rationalism, the 
| second tendency of to-day, but to say it had 
| caused it was another thing. Protestantism waa 
not es continuation along the old line of develop- 
| ment. It had arrested development end led men 
baek tothe first century. ‘‘We need no vew Lu- 
| ther, as some men believe,” said the speaker, in 
closing, “to give us a simplified statement of the

Luther's hymns were sung in the Fifth- 
Avenue Baptist Church yesterday morning, and 
the Rev. Dr. Armitage, Pastor of the church, 
preached a sermon on the life of the great re- 
former. The conviction of sin came over 
Luther, he said, durin a thunder-storm, 
in which a friend was killed. In that thun- 
der-storm God began the Reformation. Lu- 
ther was not the father of the Reformation, but 
the power that shaped its destiny. Nations had 
been clamoring for retorm. The people began to 
808 the state the church was in. Then came the 
man created for the place; a man ciothed with 
decision and backed with a solemn sense of the 
truth of God; aman of courage and one to stana 
up against public opinion. ‘* Men need to stand 
up against public opinion,” said the preacher, 
“when public opinion is in the wrong. Public 
opinion in the church and out is not often 
a safeguard, and very rarely indeed in morals. 
Ignorance and prejudice too often contro! it, 
jn matters of religion it is not to be relied upon at 
all. Aristides was banished from Athens by public 
opinion. Lady Jane Grey, in England, was wur- 
dered by public opinion. Pubile opinion had 
strewn palm branches in the way and shouted 
hosannas as Christ entered Jerusalem. In a short 
time public opinion was crowning him with 
thorns. Religious questions. must be brought to 
sacred oracles and tested by the word of Goa, 
Then if it stands, it never can be overcome, If it 
talls, it never can be made to stand.”’ Will, intel- 
lect, and courage were the prominent character- 
istics of Luther, but there was semething back of 
them. 1t was the undaunted truth that gave him 
power and courage. “ Luther had bis faults,” said 
the preacher, ‘faults that a Baptist to-day may 
see, but I will not say anything of his faults to-day. 
What isa handful of chaff after the good grain is 
taken out?” 

“He was a burning and a shining light” was 
the text selected by the Rev. Dr. J. P. Newman at 
the Madison-Avenue Congregstional Church yes- 
terday. Asin the case of Moses, Jeremiah, Jesus 
Christ, and Saint Paul, the other great reformers 
and leaders in the work of God, Luther was taken 
from the ranks of the common people. To him. 
slone and unaided at first, fell the work of over- 
throwing the rule of luxurious Popery and god- 
less priests. Fortunately, at about the time 
of his birth came the revival of letters, a 
great aid to him in his work. Further 
aids were the facts that during the time 
in which he worked his Reformation the 
six great rulers of the world were superseded. 
Luther had also to assist him Michael Angelo and 
Raphael teaching the arts, Copernicus giving to 
the world new heavens, Erasmus with the Greek 
Testament, and Melanchthon, the compiement and 
converse of Luther, the man who without Luther 
would have failed, and but for whom Luther 
would have been rash. To-day Protestants, lib- 
erals, and also Catholics owe much to Luther, the 
jast named, in fact, as much as any other, for 
whatever Jiberty and success and progress that 
church bas had isdue to him. It was not his pur- 
pose to destroy but to reform the Catholie Church, 
of which he had been » consistent and faithful ser- 
vant. The result of his labor was to forever sever 
Chureh and State, to secure civil and re- 
ligious liberty, to secure trial by jury, and a 
free Bible. ‘Yo the speaker the most astound- 
ing fast in connection with the celebration of the 
anniversary ot Luther's birth is that it was cele- 
brated in Catholic Spain, in Austria, the home of 
the Hapsburgs and the propagandists, and even in 
Rome, with another Leoin the Pope's chair, and 
uncer the banner of Italian unification and the 
sceptre of the son of the man who made that uni- 
fied Italy possible, 

At the Sunday-sehool eclebration in the after- 
noon Dr. Newman distributed among tbe scholars 
ivy leaves from a pliant in Washington whieh grew 
from aslip he had taken from the ivy growing 
about the cathedral at Wittenberg, to the door 
of whioh Luther had attached the 95 theses which 
brought about the Reformation. 

The Rev. Dr. James M. Pullman delivered 
yesterday, at the Church of Our Saviour, a sermon 
on * The Soul of Protestantism.’’ ‘** Human prog- 
ress,"’ he said, “isthe result of antagonism be- 
tween two extreme forces. lf we should mark the 
track of this progress we should find it like that of 
a shiptacking against the wind. These two ex- 
tremes are liberty on the one hand and authority 
on the other. Extreme liberty is licen'ious- 
ness and extreme authority becomes tyran- 
ny. Human progress has oscillated between 
the two ever since the creation. In that little 
cradle in Saxony 400 years ago lay a soul that was 
born to liberty, that was destined to become a 
mighty man who could see through a sham, and 
who by no possibility could be got to say a lie was 
the truth. That is the sense of Protestantism, sin- 
cerity. The soul of Protestantism is that intense 
Jove of the fact itself, of the thing that it is, of the 
truth. Let us have the truth, though the sightsear 
our very eyeballs; thatisthe soul of Protestant- 
ism.’ There was no class of people who were in- 
debted to Luther so much as the Roman Catholic. 
Had it not been for the Protestant Reformation 
they would long since have been swept from the 
face of the earth, for a strong opposition was ne- 
cessary to keep the church pure. 

The Rey. Wilbur F. Watkins, of the Church 
ofthe Holy Trinity, Madison-avenue and Forty-sec- 
ond-street, yesterday morning preached on “Luther 
—His Watchword.” ** Whoever studies the life and 
character of Luther,” sald the preacher, “can but 
regard him as the grandest type of man since 
Saiut Paul. In fact, the doctrines of Martin Luther 
are simply a resumption of those of Saint Paul, 
who is emphatically the apostie of Protestantiym, 
He was tbe Instrument of God in opening up the 
well that had been stopped up for ages by the 
weeds and refuse of superstition. The Reforma- 
tion was not the work of human influence, but 
was more than ordinary. Luther brought forth 
into breathing, warm, and magnificent life the dis- 
tinction between works and proof. Works are 
tangible, but the Jove of God is spiritual. It is 
not for us,’ concluded the clergyman, “to go 
back to Luther; it is not for us to attempt to con- 
tinue his incomplete work. It is simply to take to 
ourselves the true Lutheran spirit and eentinue in 
our own time the spirit of the Reformation—to 3m- 
body his life in our deeds—to live up to his teach- 
ings. It is easy to chisel all these in marble—to 
cast them in bronze—to breathe them into undying 
verse; but by faith, and faith alone, will Luther 
be bonored,”’ 

The Rev. Doctor Henry A. Braun, Pastor of St. 
Elizabeth’s Roman Catbolic Church, lectured last 
eveulng on “ Martin Luther and His Times” before 
@ large audienee in St. Agnes's Church, in East 
Forty-third-street. Referring to the celebration of 
Luther’s birthday in Germany, which he said was 
marked by drunkenness avd debauchery, Dr. 
Braun contrasted it with the religious ceremonies 
of the'Roman Catholic Church in honor of its saints. 
Sketching at some Jength the condition of Ger- 
many at the time of Luther’s advent into publie 
life, he asserted that the causes whien produced 
the Reformation were in no way due to Luther. 
Luther was the match—"' a Lucifer match’’— which 
set fire to the combustibles already heaped up. 
He denied that Luther brought about either civil 
or religious liberty, and characterized bim as the 
mostintolerant of men. He reviewed the princi- 
palevents of Lutber's career, and saia that his 
father wasa murderer. ‘The truth concerning the 
**so-called Reformer,” he said, had been sup 
pressed, All stains on his character had been 
glossed over, all his faults minimized, al) his good 
traits exaggerated. Hecharged that Luther was 
a coward, a brutal sensualist, and a drunkard; 
that the immediate consequences of this revolt 
against Papacy were the thirty years’ war and 
civil wars tbroughout Europe. Luther, he said, in- 
cited the peasants to revolt and then deserted to 
their enemies, the nobles. Some of his literary 
works were too obscure to print and unfit tospeak 
of. Lutber was honored for his faults. His birth 
day was celebrated because of bis pride, bis broken 
vows, and his abolition of purity. He was a traitor 
to the Fatherland and the defamer of the women 
of Germany, If vice was to be eanonized one 
higher than Luther—Lucifer—should be taken. 
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HONORED BY THE GERMANS. 
SERVICES IN THE LUTHERAN CHURCHES AND 
ELSEWHERE. 
Luther’s birthday was generally observed in 


| all the German Lutheran churches in this City by 


special scrvices and decoration of the houses of 
worship. In the German Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, Emanuel,in Yorkville, almost the entire 
congregation participated in the morning service, 
and in the evening the members filled Parepa Hall, 
at Eighty-sixth-street and Third-avenue. A 


large transparency with Luther's . portrait 
was fastened over tbe stage, and a 
jarge choir sang a jubilee hymn. This 
was followed by a duet by Misses Feldmann and 
Hart, and the congregation sang "Elin feste Burg 
ist unser Gott.” Pastor Frey delivered an address, 
in which he remarked that 3,000,000 of Lutherans 
in this country were celebrating the day, and 5v,- 
000,000 more Lutherans observed it with appro- 
priate services. Protestants in general, of whom 
there were about 150,000,000, also observed 
it, This ovent was a most remarkabie 
ope, for no other man’s birthday had 
ever been celebrated all over the globe. 
Nevertheless, Lutherans did not attribute the 
Reformation to Luther himself, butfrecognized the 
mighty hand of God working through him, making 
freedom triumph over slavery and light over dark- 
ness. The speaker then briefly reviewed the Ke- 
former's career, and said that even the Church of 
Rome owed him a great debt of gratitude; for had 
not Luther been raised to protest against its errors

Dr. Sieker selected the text for his sermon from 
Jeremiah, i,: 5-12, wherein God tells the prophet 
that He had selected him before he was born and 
sent him to warn the nations. The preacher re- 
minded the congregation that they had gathered 
to celebrate the birthday of Luther, whose name 
was now known in all parts of the globe, and then 
dwelt at some length upon the great benefit the 
Reformer had been to Germany. Some peonle, 
however, disparaged Luther's work, ana claimed 
that it had led to materialism. Such a 
charge was diabolically false, and to prove 
that materialism existed even in ancient 
times the preacher mentioned Saint Paul, who re- 
ferred to those people who said, ** Let us eat and 
drink, for to-morrow we die;" and also David, 
who spoke of the fool as saying “There is no 
God." However, added the preacher, it could not 
be said that Luther had effected this great Reforma- 
tion, but it was through nim that God vouchsafed 
to send us the light that penetrated the darkness 
of thatage. After the sermon the choir rendered 
another hymn, in which a Luther is spoken of as 
hurling tbe Papal bull into the flames in spite of 
Rome’s dire excommunications, and the Anti- 
Christ who had dared’to persecute God's elect. is 
damned in everlasting flames. 

On the platform at Steinway Hall last night 
stood a pedestal supporting a laurel-crowned bust 
of Luther, and facing it was the largest audience 
ever assembled within the walls. Every elass of 
the German population, from the laboring men to 
the richest merchants, each with their families, 
was represented, and the thoughtful attention 
paid to the address, the hearty manner in which 
they joined in the singing of the hymns, and the 
responses to the Scriptural selections, attested the 
genuine interest all bad in the celebration. The 
musical services, which formed the principal 
feature of the programme, were performed bya 
choir of 200 voices selected from the Lutheran 
ehurches of New-York and its vicinity, and con- 
sisted of several of the best known of Luther's 
hymns. The music was in charge of Dr, Haas, or- 
ganist, and W, &. Herbert, choral director, 

The address was given by the Rev. Dr. W, T. 
Mann, of Philadelphia, who, after a long historical 
sketch of Luther and the influence exerted upon 
civilization through his works and the example of 
his life, said in conelusion: “He overturned all 
philosophy, all science and art, and why? It was 
not because he was a genius, not that he was more 
learned or more industrious than his contempora- 
ries, but it was because he was a God-inspired man, 
who looked through the darkness with which 
papacy had shrouded the people and led them into 
the light of civilization and religious freedom. 
The world owes a greater debt to Luther than to 
any other man, but this debt will be iliy repaid if 
we do not in our turn continue to honor bis mem- 
ory and perpetuate the influence he was the first 
to exert." Among the clergymen taking part in 
the exercises were the Rev. L. Koenig, of New- 
York, who presided; Dr. Molaehuke, of New-York, 
who made the prayer, Gernst, Petersen, Erhardt, 
and Hoppe, of New-York; and Baden and Mirsch- 
mann of Brooklyn. 
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THE CELEBRATION ELSEWHERE. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 11.—The four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of Martin Luther 
was celebrated to-day in nearly all the Evangelical 
churches of this city. In the German Lutheran 
ehurches the morning services were interspersed 
with fine music, and in all of them panegyries of 
the great Reformer were delivered. In the 
churches, following the Augsberg Confession. the 
altars were decorated and all the forms and cere- 
monies which prevailed in the later days 
of Luther were - adhered to. In the af- 
ternocon there were celebrations’ at Ford's 


Opera-house and at the Academy of Music, which 
were attended by thousands of people, notwith- 
standing there was constant rain.

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DEATH OF A CRIMEAN WAR PONY.

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INTERESTING REMINISCENCES CON- 
NECTED WITH THE ERIE ROAD. 
HOW THE FOUNDATION OF THE FAME AND 
FORTUNE OF A LOCOMOTIVE-BUILDER IN 

PATERSON WAS LAID. 

Port Jervis, Nov. 9.—Thirty-two years 
ago the New-York and Erie Railroad was opened 
from the hanks of the Hudson to tho shore of Lake 
Erle. at Dunkirk. and the running of the excursion 
train from Fort Jervis to Dunkirk on that oecasion 
laid the foundation of the fame and fortune of Com- 
missioner Swinburn, of Paterson, who died in that 
city afew days since. Locomotive building was 
in its infancy in this country then, and Paterson 
was making the reputation which has made it the 
centre of that industry for almost the entire world. 
Rogers and Swinburn were rivals ia the business, 
and both had turned out engines for the Erie 
Company. The road had been opened to Bing- 
hamton’in 1849, and among the ‘engineers run- 
ning on the road were Joshua P.- Martin 
and Gad Lyman. The formerran from Port Jer- 
vis to Susquehanna. the latter from Pierment to 
Port Jervis. Martin had been running a locomo- 


tive from the Rogersshop called the Oneida, which 
he called the ‘* One Idea,” because, he said, it only 
seemed to have one idea, and that was that it 
couldn’t do the work he wanted itto. In 1850 
Swinburn delivered to the railroad company a 
locomotive known as No. 71. Engineer Martin set 
his heart on the engine, because he believed 
that it was a good one, and for the further 
reason that he was a firm friend of Swinburn’s, 
and wanted to give the locomotive the best possi- 
ble test forthe benefit of the builder, who was 
then struggling to get a foothold, The locomotive, 
however, was assigned to Gad Lyman, who was 
a strong advocate of the Rogers locomotives. He 
ran the engine fpr some time, but complained eon- 
stantly that its construction was such that: he 
could not make his time with it. As he 
failed in making his time so frequently the 
locomotive was condemned. When Martin heard 
of thishe made application to Master Mechanic 
Branat, who in those days ruled in all such mat- 
ters. to have charge of “71."" The Master Me- 
chanic said that the machine wasn’t worth bother- 
ing with for reguijar business, and assigned it to 
auty on the gravel train. The failure of the wn- 
xine was a severe blow to Swinburn, who had 
exercised bis best sxill and knowledge in engi- 
neering science to turn out a perfect machine. 
Martin did not lose faithin the engine’s qualities 
and capacity, however, and continued to so 
persistently solieit Master Mechanie Brandt for its 
charge, that the latter, who was very emphatic in 
the use of language, tol the engineer to “ take 
the —— oid thing and go to —— with it.” At Mar- 
tin’s request Swinburn took the locomotive to his 
shop fer the purpose of remedying whatever defect 
he bad made in its construction, but a careful 
examination of the parts failed to reveal any- 
thing wrong. Martin then assumed control of 
the throttle on “71,” and if he was ever Jate in 
making his time on the creoked Delaware Division 
it was not the fault of the engine. He had made 
his runs on time easier with 71 than he had ever 
done with previous locomotives, and had run her 
but two weeks when the great event of both his 
and Swinburn’s lives occurred. 

After Gad Lyman had abandoned No. 71 as use- 
less, he wag given an engine of the Rogers make— 
No. 100. In May, 1851, Lyman was notitied that he 
was to run the excursion train from Piermont to 
Dunkirk with his locomotive. The train started 
from Piermont gayly decorated with flags and 
banonvers. It consisted of nine cars. The cars 
were plain and insignificant affairs, the 
whole train, locomotive and all, not repre- 
senting an outlay, perhaps, as large as one 
of the rolling palaces now running over tbe road, 
but the most elegant train that has ever made its 
way westward never carried among its passengers 
amore distinguished party. Fililmore was then 
President. and he, with the principal members of 
his Cabinet. were aboard. The Cabinet members 
accompanying the exoursion were Daniel Web- 
ster, Secretary of State; J. J. Crittenden, Attorney- 
General; N. K. Hall, Postmaster-General, and W. ©. 
Graham, Secretary of the Navy. United States 
Senators W. H. Seward and Hamilton;Fish, of New- 
York, and Stephen A. Douglas, of Illinois, were 
also of the party, as were Daniel S. Dickinson, ex- 
Gov. Marey, and several members of the then New- 
York State Government—among them Christopher 
Morgan, Secretary of State. and Auditor F. H. 
Ruggles. Dodwerth’s then famous band accom- 
panied the excursion. 

Engineer Lyman s2w, before he had gone many 
ratles, that his engine was with difficulty hauling 
the train, and that he could not make time. Be- 
fore he reached Snoffern the engine was 
“stuok,” und another one was called to 
its aid. When the train reached Middletown 
it. was nearly an hour behind its time. A 
telegram was sent by the Superintendent of the 
road, Charles Minot, to Hneineer Martin, at Port 
Jervis, to be ready with Engine No. 71 when the 
excursion train arrived at that station. The train 
was over three-quarters of an hour Jate in jeaving 
that station, and * Josh” Martin and his “ old No. 
71" were in charge. 

Among tbe excursionists was locomotive-builder 
Swinburn, and when he found that his machine 
had been called upon to make a reputation for the 
road he stepped, pale ana trembling, upon the en- 
gine by Martin’s side as he was about to pull out 
from Port Jervis. 

** Martin,” saia he, “can we do it?” 

He felt and knew that bis future depended to a 
great extent upon the performance of his engine 
that day. It is reported by a gentleman who was 
an eye-witness of the scene that Martin, who was 
as cool, collected, and eonfident as if he were al- 
ready in sight of Lake Erie and had time to spare, 
slapped Swinburn on the back and replied: 

* Look here, Swinburn, I either make you to-day 
or break my neck !” 

A train never ran over the Delaware Division of 
the Erie at such speed since. The late Capt. Ayers 
was the conduotor. The distance between Port 
Jervis and Narrowsburg is 84 miles, and the run 
was made in 35 minutes, according to the testi- 
mony, on record, of the conductor, engineer, and 
several passengers. The officers of the road with 
the party were astounded. The passengers were 
alarmed, and some of them continued on for 
Narrowsburg with relnetance. The party dined 
at Narrowsburg at the hospitable house 
of Commodore Murray. The train left Narrows- 
burg over 30 minutes late and reached Deposit on 
time—arun of about 60 miles. Susquehanna was 
reached a few minutes late owing to an entorced 
stop. The train reached Dunkirk late, but the de- 
lay was due entirely to stops made along the route 
to enable the crowds assembled to listen to 
speeches from some one of the distinguished ex- 
ceursioniats and to the erude condition of the track. 

The railread company presented Engineer Mar- 
tin with an expensive gold watch and chain in rec- 
ognition of his great feat, and Swinburn was given 
orders for all the work he could do. 

The writer was a boy of 6 at thetimeof the 
opening of the Erie Road through to Dunkirk, and 
lived in that place. He has a vivid recolieotion of 
many of the incidents connected with the celebra- 
tion. The town was covered with bunting and 
the train passed in under a triumphal arch of ever- 
green as it approached the spot where it was to 
ye which was in front of what was then the 
Loder House, so named ferthethen President of the 
railroad company. Thousands of peeple from near 
and far had heen streaming into Dunkirk 
for days, and high board fences had to be 
erected on each side of the track to keep the spec- 
tators off. There was to be a roasted ox served up 
at the ovation attending the eeremonies. It had 
been cooking for days on a huge spit in a small 
building near the station. The day before the 
celebration, which was May 15, 1851, the 
overseer of the cooking, by some negil- 
gence, permitted the ox to eateh fire, and 
the flames were the only thing that ever fed on the 
meat. Perched on his father’s shoulders, in a 
swaying, shouting multitude, the writer remem- 
bers hearing several of the distinguished guests 
address the crowd from the windows ef the Loder 
House. The principal speaking was done at the 
banquet in the hotel. and was heard only by the 
invited guests. Seward. Dickinson, Crittenden, 
President Loder, Gov. Hunt, and others were- 
the orators. President Fillmore and others 
spoke for some time from the windows, Cries 
for Mr. Webster were long and loud between every 
speech, but met with no response from him, and 
murmurs of disappo!ntment Increased to positive 
and a expressions of discust. Finally, after 
a speech by one whose name the writer does not 
recall, but whose humor and witticism so con- 
vulsed him that he almost fell from his‘ father’s 
shoulder, leading the father to remark that if the 
writer did not contral himself he would have 
to take his chances of seeing and bhesring 
the remainder ot the celebration from the ground.

CAITLE IN CHICAGO.

‘ Cutcaco, Nov. 11.—A decline in the eattle re 
celpts of rather more than 9,500 head, taken in con- 
junction with ageneral recovery of prices at the East, 
has resulted in an advance in the several grades. 
Common half-fattened steers show but slight 
cebange for the better. A falling off in the supply 
of good Westerns compelied buyers to give the 
former class more attention, but the too liberal offer- 
ings prevented any marked improvement in 
prices. Extra grades also show only a small ad- 
vance. They were in strong demand, and in 


continued light supply. but the maximum 
of priceg appears to have beentreached ar least 
for the present. Medium to cholee grade have 
undergone the greatest change. They are full 
cent higher than a week ago, and show a further 
advancing tendency. The range cattle season 
may now regarded as practically at an 
end. There will be scattering arrivals for some time 
yet, but they will consist largely of common qualities 
and will not come in direct competition with native 
steers, Therefore it is not unreasonable to look 
for a quickened demand and better prices for 
a class of natives which for weeks and 
weeks have been under neglect and salable onlyjat 
very mean prices. Of such cattle as exporters seek 
the last week’s offerings were limited in the extreme. 
This is piiely shown by the fact that while that 
class oO buyers was willing to pay $87 to 
$7 28 for the right kind, were not a 
dozen sales at beiter than $6 Sales to the Fastern 
trade were principally at 84 25 to $5 50, though a 
number of droves were taken as low as $3 90 to $4. 
Native butchers’ stuff fared a little better during the 

revious week, Owing to tne unfavorable weather the 
Bovchers did not buy ag iiberaily asusual, but the 
decreased run of Westerns obliged the canners 
and dressed beef men to look to that class for a part 
of their suppiiea, ana for cows, heifers, and bulls of 
good quality sellers have gatned an advance of 15 
to 25 cents. Poor grades were as dull as 
at any time, and are at an extreme range 
of $175 to $4 50, the outside figure for choice. 
Sales of bulls were at $1 90 to St 6U, principally at 
$2 25 to $3 25. Veals remained steady at $i to $7 25, 
and not many were offered. Range cattle were 
in wnexpectedly liberal supply. The receipts, 
however, fell much short of the average 
of the last few weeks, and under a good 
demand the market has moved from 4; to 3g cents. 
The offerings consisted largely of Texans, compara- 
tively few northern range cattle being received. The 
former sold at 33 to $t 35 and the latter at 
@3 25 to $5 50. The outside quotation was 
obtained for 265 choice 1,820-pound Wryoim- 
ing steers. Some corn-fed Colorado steers fetched 
87 50. They averaged 1,296 pounds. Stockers and 
feeders were very dull early in the week. There was 
a good attendance of buyers, but_ they were reluctant 
to pay the prices, and upto Wednesday but little 
trading was done. There was a fair demand later in 
the week at$Z YO to 8% 75 for the steckersand at 
$3 75 to $4 24 for feeders. 

The hog market opened dulland heavy. The weath- 
er was wet and warm, and although the supply was 
moderate, sellers were obliged to submit to a decline 
of 6to 10 cents. The more favorable weather of Tues- 
day enabled them to regain the lost ground, and on 
the following day there was a further slight harden- 
ing, poor to best lizht selling at $4 30 to $4 85 
and inferior to extra medium and heavy weight at 
84 20 to $5 05. The early trading of Thursday was at 
the above quotations, but by noon the market was oif 
& plump 10 cents, at which decline the market finished 
very weak. It opened Friday at a further decline 
of 5 to 10 cents, which, before the close of 
that day, had been increased to 2v to 25 cents on all 
proses except choice heavy. The decline of the last 

alf of the week was due to the fact that the weather 
was too warm to justify extensive packing opera- 
tions without the use of ice, and that only a 
few packers were suppliei with that article. 
Fully 20,000 hoga were left over unsold at the close 
of Friday. There was a moderate run for Saturday,

ALBERT GALLATIN. 


AMERI EN SERIES, Edited by Jonn T. 
ERICAN STATRSERT GALLATIN, By Joun Avs- 
Ten Stevens. Boston: HovaxTon, MIFFLIN & Co, 


The reader is told in the opening sentence 
of this volume that Albert Gallatin is the most 
distinguished ‘‘of all European-born citizens 
who have risen to fame in the political service 
of the United States.” Butif, as is next as- 
serted, that distinction has till quite recently 
been only “a vague tradition,” the praise 
awarded to Gallatin is notextravagant, though 
meant to be great; for surely the degree of 
fame attained by citizens who came hither 
from Europe can never have been eminent if 
a reputation excelled it that had no better 
foundation than a mere tradition, But the 
justice of the comparison itself may possibly be 
questioned. Robert Morris was born in ng- 
land; and, though his services were for a briefer 
period, as he died in 1806, the tame of the 

financier” of the Revolution has no second- 
ary in the pages of American history. 
Alexander Hamilton was not, it is true, a Eu- 
by birth; but his father was a Scotch- 
man, whose son happened to be born ina British 
colony. His career also came to an end early 
in the century, but those who adhered to the 
licy which he, as tho first Secretary of the 
ury, established, best served their own 
fame and the truest interests of the country, 
Hamilton and Gallatin were not friends, and 
they belonged to opposing parties, but when 
the latter became the financial head of the 
Government he was the wiser and the more 
efficient, as he followed the teachings of bis 
master in finance. Nor, moreover, will it be 
accepted as quite accurate that not until the 
recent publication of Gallatin’s writings *‘ has 
the extent of his influence upon the political 
life and growth of the country been to our 
ration other than a vague tradition.” 
flisto has not been unmindful of him, nor 
bas it been unjust tohim. Of the men who 
entered upon public life about the time of the 
adoption of the Constitution, few lived so 
long, and notone, if our memory is not at 
fault, continued till so lately as active and in- 
fluential in publicaffairs. It is not needed that 
one should be an old man to remember the 
usurpation of the slavery propagandists in the 
annexation of Texas, the disgraceful war 
against Mexico which followed it, and that to 
both Gallatin was a conspicuous and earnest 
opponent. ‘There are, we are inclined to 
think, more living men who were christened 
Albert Gallatin than there are of those who 
bear the names of either Washington, Jeffer- 
son, the Adamses, or Hamilton. A fame so 
perpetuated can hardly be called “‘a vague 
tradition.” It is rather an evidence of an in- 
telligent popularity, whatever we may think 
of the taste that seeks in such a wrong todo 
reverence to the memory of great men; or 
however much we may commisserate the un- 
happy bearers of famous names, to which 
neither kinship nor friendship has given them 
a title, and who are compelled ail their lives 
to be conspicuous as a sort of peripatetic 
tombstone. : a 

But if Gallatin’s relations to public affairs 
during his long career from soon after his ar- 
rival in this country down to the past year of 
his life have been pretty weil understood, 1t is 

uite true that something more may be learned 
om the recent publication of his writings of 
the more private and intimate character of the 
man than we knew before. Of these Mr. Ste- 
vens has made a careful study, and the result 
fs a valuable addition to the biographies of 
American statesmen. There is probably 
nothing more to be revealed of Galla- 
tin’s private life than is to be found in this 
_ volume, and, as with most of the public men 
_ of the earlier days of the Republic, there is so 
little to be told because there is little worth 
relating. Not that such men have not, like 
others, their vicissitudes; success or failure, 
good fortune or ill-luck, wealth or poverty, a 
name ora bad one, the love and respect 

of their fellows or their hatred and contempt, 
wait upon them as they wait upon more ordi- 
nary mortals, Butit is these things which go 
to make up largely their public careers, and 
when they are seen the whole is seen. 
Such men live, so to speak, out of 
doors; whatever they do, whatever happens 
to them, whether they succeed or whether 
they fail, and how they meet success or fail- 
ure are known of all men; and when their 
lives are ended it is as a tale that istold. Who- 
aver, therefore, shall take the trouble to tell it 
over again relates it as history rather than as 
a biography of one who had a private life 
aside from a public life. As history it may be 
instructive, but is not necessarily entertain- 
Ing, as its interest must depend upon the 
nature of the events which absorbec the man. 
But the charm of privacy, of the revelation of 
an individual, inner, perhaps intense, life, 
hitherto unseen or only guessed at, is want- 
ing. It is not as with the biography 
of the poet, of the great writer of prose, of the 
artist, of the inventor, or of the discoverer 
whose achievements are known, but whose 
struggies, whose growth, the obstacles he met 
and overcame, the influence of personal rela- 
tions, and his influence over others are not 
known. Jn these is the true history of the 
mind character of the man who did not belong 
to and was nota part of public events. Jt may 
repel us or attract us; but there is at any rate 
the charm of looking into things hitherto hid- 
den away in a life that was not lived on the 
house-tops in the glare of every day’s sun. 
Where a thousand will care to review the in- 
cidents in the life of a statesman—who 
is, in one sense, quite as much a 
familiar event as he is a man— 
there are tens of thousands who will seize with 
avidity that autobiography of Jane Carlyle 
revealed in her familiar letters. A budget of 
Secretary Gallatin, into which he put his 
whole heart and mind, is, of course, of in- 
finitely more importance to the general wel- 
fare than the crowing of her neighbors’ cocks, 
the painting and papering of her busband’s 
best room, and all the other struggies of 
Mrs. Carlyle with her mental and domestic 
trials, from gTkomas down to the cimices lec- 
fularti. But there is not much doubt as to 
whieh is the most entertaining, nor in which 
there was the larger possibility of private life. 

As peculiarly a public man, therefore, we 
read the life of Gallatin, and as such his place 
is an important one in American history. As 
a legislator, a Cabinet Minister, and as a dip- 
lomat his fluence was great and his services 
almost continuous, in or out of office, for more 
than hajf acentury. The impartial historian 
can hardly deny that he was always honest, 
and it is to the credit of his courage, as well as 
of his integrity, that he sometimes held to his 
pwn convictions tn spite of his allegiance to 
the party to which he belonged. Whether he 
was invariably wise is another question on 
which we might join issue with Mr. Stevens, 
who, in his enthusiasm for the subject of his 
memoir, seems occasionally to be in conflict 
with his own strong convictions as to the char- 
acter of the Republican Party of the earlier 
years of thecentury. But Mr. Gallatin was 
above alla financier, and his best services to his 
country werein his management of its fiscal 
affairs. Here he was generally wiser than his 
political companions: and to him belongs in a 
large measure the credit of laying deep and 
firm the foundations of the financial system of 
the Government which has withstood so many 
assaults, has been proved by experience to be 
the wisest and the safest that statesmen have 
yet devised, and has given the United States a 
prosperity and stability unparalleled in his- 
tory. Tothis subject Mr. Stevens devotes a 
large portion of his book. By education and 
natural inclination he is peculiarly qualified 
for the consideration of the Science of finance, 
and his treatment of it here is full of interest 
and instruction. 

In his estimate of his contemporaries Mr. 
Gallatin was not always just nor always even 
clear-sighted. But neither were his comtem- 

poraries always clear-sighted and just in their 
sstimate of him. The greatest mistakes of his 
life were in the early part of it, when his party 
seal sometimes got the better of his discretion. 
his was specially the case in the part he took 
in the whisky insurrection in 1792-4, for which 
little can be said in palliation. For the coun- 
tenance he gave to that indefensible outbreak 
he repented, no doubt sincerely, long before 
he was forgiven, if, indeed, he was ever for- 
given, by his political opponents. In_ his 
narrative of the events of that time Mr. Ste- 

* wens does not permit bis candor and good 
judgment to be overdone by his admiration of 
Gallatin. On the whole, most readers will ac- 
cept his conclusion that the man, the events of 
whose life he has so carefully gathered to- 
gether, deserves to be remembered as among 
the most eminent and most useful of the ear- 
Vier statesmen of the Republic.

AN OLD SOLDIER'S STORY. 


THE BRAVE WOMAN WHO GAVE BREAD TO 
THE FAMISHED UNION PRISONERS. 

‘An old soldier in Lewiston, Me., told the 
other evening a short story of the war. It was the 
same man whose blood-stained diary was quoted 
from not Jong ago. ? 

**IT was taken prisoner,” said he, “ July 3, at the 
battle of Gettysburg. The smoke of that battle 
shutinand the gray enveloped us, and when the 
night eame I was a prisoner in the rebel ranks. 


July 4they drew us up in line, There were 4,000 
ofus. At early morning the command was given 
that the line start for Richmond, Va.—the heart of 
rebeldom, We were all tired and Oey and bun- 
gry, many of us were wounded, and it was un- 
aer the hot Southern sky of midsummer. We 
marched from the field of Gettysburg that day to 
the borders of the Potomac—a long and weary 
march. That night we settled down on the banks 
oftheriver. Theriver ran high, the bridge had 
been destroyed, and wo waited for the arrival of 
the pontoons and the consequent transportation 
across. Every one was hungry. 

**I was hungrier than leverwas before, though 
not hungrier than I was subsequently during the 
war. The word was sent in among us announcing 
that there was nothing to eat on this side of the 
river, but that rations would be distributed when 
we had crossed. We were kepttwo days on this 
side of the river before a passage was made. Some 
of the men, as I well know, didn’t get a scrap of 
food for the two days. Most of them, I know, were 
kept alive through hope, and all of us were promised 
aplenty of rations across the river. Some of the 
boys did ‘cross the river’ before the pontoons 
came,and numbers died along the shore. The 
hunger of the men wasterriole. I remember well 
on the afternoon of the second day that a squad 
of officers with small bags of biscuits came down 
among us and tossed biscuits into the air for fun. 
Hats would gointothe air and the men would 
tight each other for the bread like a parcel of 
wolves, It was one of the most startling sights 
that I remember in the war. 

“ We got across the Potomac the second day in 
boats. The day was tremendously hot, and our 
line of men, as I well know, was very weak, and 
many of them badly wounded. When the line was 
drawn up across the river the announcement came 
to us that there was no supply of food and that no 
rations could be distributed until the line reached 
Martinsburg. Martinsburg was 12 miles distant, 
and 80 we marched 12 miles further, The people 
of the town of Martinsburg were loyal people 
mostly. It was a loyal section and the people had 
heard of ourcoming. The fires had been built, and 
kitchen ovens had turned out loaves and loaves of 
bread in anticipation of the march of the Union 
prisoners through the town. 

** Just outside the thick cluster of houses the 
line was drawn together. Guards were placed 
along on both sides of the line, and we were to be 
prevented from making breaks from the ranks. 
The line marched through the city. 1 well remem- 
ber one house and one woman. I would know her 
if { shoula see her to-day anywhere. She lived in 
a house with ahigh pairof steps leading down into 
a front yard with thlek trees and a high tence aud 
gate. Lsawhercome dewn the steps into the 
yard. She had herarms fuil of loaves of bread, 
She looked the way I always thought Barbara 
Frietchie must have looked. She beckoned, 
and half a dozen of ous, getting a 
chance, made a break. We reached the 
fence ana she shoved the bread out over the gate, 
The rest of the boys couldn't stand it and a dozen 
more madethe break. ‘ihe guards came along and 
cocked the muskets. ‘Into the ranks, or we'll 
shoot,’ said they, and then the officer in command 
shouted, * Don't shoot them. Shoot that d—d old 
woman,’ and the guard pointed his musket in her 
face and the crowd fell back, For reply the loyal 
woman shoved another loaf of bread out through 
the gate. 

** Eat it, boys,’ said she,‘ and may God bless 
you,’ 

“And, Sir, that woman never budged and never 
winked, and that guard took down his musket out 
of shame, and the Union boys gave a cheer for the 
woman and were driven back into the ranks. I 
don’t think I should have lived without that bread. 

* Two miles beyond that we wentintocamp. A 
bubbling soring was right at our feet almost, but 
onaccountof our disobedience we were not al- 
lowed to do so much as sup of it. The next morn- 
ing we started again. ‘hey said they would give 
usrations at Bunker Hill, the next town. We 
reached Bunker Hill. They marched usup to a 
river and gave us a couple of biscuits apiece. Some 
of the boys, I know. had not had bread for three 
days. From there we went to Staunton, and from 
there in the cars to Richmond. I went into Libbey 
Prison, and tnen to Belle Isle. I was there two 
months. One day I wandered down to the gate, If 
there isany truth in the old saying, that the dark- 
est hour is just before day, 1 ought to knowit. 1 
never felt worre. They were calling the names 
of prisoners exehanged. They called a name and 
ro one answered, ‘Here,’ shouted I, and out 
stepped I into the ranks of the exchanged, and the 
reading wenton, I'came out from Belle Isle into 
the ranks of the Stars and Stripes again. I was re- 
taken and went to Salisbury a short time after. I 
would like to know the man whose place 1 took 
and whether he was dead or died. Ionly know 
that if I hadn’t taken it no one else would; how it 


came into my head to answer to the name [ haye }

RELICS OF LA PEROUSE, 
Marseilles letter to the London Daily Nevwe. 
Letters from Noumea, New-Caledonia, dated 
17th of August, state that the French dispatch 
boat Le Bruat, commanded by Lieut.-Commander 
Senier, has accomplished the task confided to it, 


and has brought fromm Vanikovo to Noumea the 
priucipal objects forming the lately discovered 
relics of the famous navigator La Pérouse, whose 
fate was for so manv yearsa mystery. The re- 
ception of the remains of the Boussole and the As- 
trolabe, the two ships that composed La Pérouse’s 
expedition in 1787, took place on the afternoon of 
the 138th of August, in the midst of a large 
gathering, all the land and sea _ forces 

resent at Noumea being under arms and 
ining the way to the quay of disembarkation. 
The night before the objects had been embarked 
on a galley ornamented with foliage and flowers 
forthe oceasion. As the sailors of the Bruat, com- 
manded by an officer, took the galleys in charge 
and proceeded toward the shore, asalute of 21 
guns fired by the aixspatch boat did homage to the 
relics of the illustrious explorer. A deep silence 
reigned throughout the assemblage when the an- 
chors and cannons brought to light after almost a 
eentury were seen inthe boat that touched the 
quay. The Governor then advanced and pro- 
nounced a short address, whereupon the artillery 
fired 21 rounds. During the ceremony a child de- 
posited a crown of flowers upon these interesting 
remains, whieh will soon be conveyed to France to 
be deposited in a national museum. The anchors, 
which are conspicuous objects among them, were 
covered with an inorustation of coral taking 
strange forma.

The problem of making room for the 
travel and traffic which overcrowd. the 
streets and sidewalks about the City Hall 
elevated railroad station and the entrance to 
the bridge remains unsolved, and there 
8 even no evidence that any one 
Is seriously considering its solution. 
During certain hours of the day 


the sidewalk along the easterly line of Chat- 
ham-street, from Frankfort-street to the 
bridge, is one of the most uncomfortably 
crowded thoroughfares in the City. Nar- 
row and uneven at best, its surface is en- 
croached upon by telegraph poles and by 
the show-cases and other even more obtru- 
sive and permanent structures of the shops 
and saloons whose front it passes, and 
throngs of wholly unnecessary and over- 
urgent hucksters offer still further obstruc- 
tions to the pedestrian. ‘At present, more- 
over, it is in an abominably filthy condition, 
the water standing in deep and ill-smelling 
pools among the sunken flagstones. The 
obstructions we have mentioned should be 
summarily removed, and as it is clear that 
the walk must soon be widened, that matter 
should also engage the immediate attention 
of the authorities. 

_ The ministers of this City and its vicin- 
ity who talked of Lurmer and his work in 
their pulpits yesterday hardly rose to the 
level of their inspiring theme. The sermons 
of the secular press bave been of greater in- 
terest, it seems to us, and have shown 
a broader appreciation of Lutnrr’s 
relations to history, even to church 
history, than the pulpit discourses which 
have come under our notice. This lack of 
original and suggestive handling arises, per- 
haps, from a disinclination among Prot- 
estant ministers to take up and consider 
Protestantism in that one of all its as- 
pects which is of most vital interest— 
its future. It is somewhat late, 
after the lapse of all these centuries, 
for any further expository treatment of the 
principles to which Martin LurHer gave 
form and life. The present need, as was 
hinted at by the Rev. Dr. Patron, of Prince- 
ton, yesterday, is to make the faith which 
rests on those principles self-sustaining in 
the hearts and minds of men. 

Considering that the recent election was 
generally supposed to be one in which little 
popular interest was felt, and that it was in 
an off year, the post-election unpleasantness 
is remarkably acrid. Accusations of bribery 
are rife, and in various parts of the State 
an uncommon amount of political soreness 
has been developed. One of the very worst 
cases of this kind appeared in the Central 
Labor Union yesterday, when the candidate 
of that organization who ran for the As- 
sembly in the Eighth District gravely 
charged his fellow-toilers with having sold 
him out. Mr. C. B. Mauons, the cardidate, 
said that almost every laboring man in his 
district had sold his vote for prices ranging 
$3 to $5. Assuming that Mr. Martone 
knows what he is talking about, does not 
the teaching of the Central Labor Union 
tend to depress the market for votes when 
laboring men sell out their own candidates 
at the ridiculously low prices of $3 and $5 
each? 


The labor problem was not solved in Cali- 
fornia by the exclusion of the Chinese. The 
ranch-owners and other agriculturists in all 
parts of the State are said to be in great need 
of farm laborers. Since the passage of the 
exclusion act the Chinese laborers have 
raised their prices, and many of them have 
returned to their native country. One 
farmer received for his grapes this season 
only enough money to pay the Chinese who 
picked them,’and others were unable to 
find Chinese who would pick their fruit 
at any reasonable : price. The native 
Californian is unwilling-to do such work as 
the Chinese have been doing, and immi- 
grants do not add to the number of avail- 
able workmen, because they take farms of 
their own. It is said that some of the large 
ranches cannot be managed profitably ex- 
cept by the employment of gangs of Chinese 
under contract, and. more than one ranch- 
man would be glad to see the Chinese com- 
ing in again without restriction. 





FROM CLEVELAND TO HEWITT. 
Last week witnessed the departure from 
political life of at least two distinguished as- 
pirants for the Democratic Presidential nom- 
ination and gave a fatal chill to the hopes of 
several others. Gov. CLEVELAND and Gov. 
BoTLexk are, by common consent, dropped 
from the list of available men, though for 
very different reasons. Gov. CLEVELAND is 
abandoned because he could not hold his 
party to hisown level. Gov. BuTLER isgiven 
up because he could not drag a majority in 
Massachusetts down to his. Mr. CLEve.- 
LAND’s ruin is not a matter for unmixed 
congratulation. He has shown such gen- 
erally good intention in his public career 
and has so far won the respect of the people 
of the State that it is with regret that they 
find him not only without the hearty sup- 
port of his party but without the personal 
traits which might have won it. . There was 
no reason to expect that he would hold any- 
thing like the majority of a year ago for the 
party nominations, but there was ground to 
expect that he had established a sufliciently 
active body of friendly leaders to prevent 
his party from practically repudiating him. 
His weak point was that, at the last, he 
undertook to compromise. The State Con- 
vention was in the hands of his intimates, 
but it very feebly represented the principles 
which have given him all the strength he 
has. It named a weak set of candidates on 
an evasive platform, and it was managed 
from beginning to end, as was the canvass. 
by machine methods. The Cleveland ele- 
ment, so far as there was one, lost the 
meat it held in trying to grasp that 
which was in the water. A ticket made 
up of sterling men, representing the 
independence and honesty which the Gov- 
ernor has shown in many ways, and put be- 
fore the people with a candid appeal to their 
reason and their conscience, would have had 
a very different fate. As it was, the Cleve- 
land managers left all the advantages of this 
sort with the Republicans. Mr. CLEve- 
LAND disappears from political life, so far 
as the Presidency is concerned, because he 
had not the courage to compel his party to 
be true to his own standard, and because 
the party is hopelessly committed to a lower 
one. 

In the meantime, it is significant that the 
Democrats of Indiana, who regard their 
State and New-York as the keys to the situ- 
ation next year, are beginning to-discuss the 
prospects of a ticket made up of Senator 
McDonatp and Congressman Hewitt, thus 
showing their appreciation of the kind of 
availability which will be necessary to their 
party im this State, Whatever other quali- 
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ties such a ticket would have, no onecan say 
that it would be top-heavy. On the con- 
trary, its weight would be much the greater 
in the second place. Mr, Hewrrr is a far more 
able man than Mr. McDonaup. In personal 
gifts, in breadth of view, in knowledge of 
‘affairs, in his standard generally of political 
conduct, there is no comparison between 
them. Mr. Hewitt has some of the most 
essential qualities of a statesman, and has 
given conspicuous evidence of them. Mr. 
McDona.p can hardly be said to have any. 
It is true that at one time he made a show 
of conviction in regard to the tariff, but the 
infiuence of a possible Presidential nomina- 
tion has so diluted and confused his opin- 
ions on this subject that they are no longer 
of any value. 


Yet it would be very hazardous to infer 
that Mr. Hewrrr, in the second place, could 
carry New-York for his party. He has 
many enemies here, most of whom are very 
creditable to him, but whom he would hard- 
ly be any more capable of managing than 
Gov. CLEVELAND has shown himself of 
managing his. His temperament, moreover, 
is unfortunate, and would be seriously 
against him either in a canvass or in office. 
And, what is most important, Mr. Hewitt 
showed in his treatment of the brutal Morey 
letter plot a lack of that manly candor which 
his previous course had led the public to ex- 
pect, and revealed weakness of a character 
that the public does not easily forget or for- 
give. 

The discussion of his name and that of Mr. 
McDonatp shows, however, that the De- 
mocracy is looking at the struggle of next 
year from a pointof view very different 
from that occupied before the elections. The 
leaders begin to see that that struggle is not 
to be decided by the hungry parrot cry 
which the Sun started and all the Demo- 
cratic press echoed, but that their candidates 
must represent some living forces of char- 
acter and conviction. The change is a sal- 
utary one for the whole country. 


RIVERS AND HARBORS AGAIN. 


The Secretary of War has been informed 
by Gen. Wricut, Chief of Engineers, that 
$32,263,285 can be profitably expended upon 
river and harbor improvements in the next 
fiscal year. This is the sum of the estimates 
made by the engineer officers under whose 
direction the money appropriated by the 
last River and Harbor bill has been 
expended. It will be seen that the 
engineers ask for nearly twice as 
much as was given in that bill, 
the passage of which was one of the sins of 
the Forty-seventh Congress that led to the 
retirement of many members of that body 
by the votes of the people last Fall. The 
amount appropriated by that bill was nearly 
$19,000,000, and for the current fiscal year 
no appropriation was made, although an es- 
timate of nearly $34,000,000 was submitied 
by the engineers. A bill was passed in the 
House and coolly ignored in the Senate. 


What will the Forty-eighth Congress do 
with these estimates in the coming session? 
Many of the new members represent bodies 
of voters who undertook by electing them 
and defeating their predecessors to emphat- 
ically express tbeir disapproval of log-rolling 
and extravagant legislation. » It is probable, 
therefore, that the next River and Harbor bill 
will not appropriate more than one-half, or 
at the most two-thirds, of the sum given in 
the Page bill. The new members will dis- 
cover that, whatever may have been the ef- 
fect upon the people of the Secretary’s ex- 
posure of the absurdities and evils of river 
and harbor ‘legislation, the engineer officers 
of the army have not been disturbed by crit- 
icism. Their estimates in the past have been 
so enormous that the Secretaries ruthlessly 
cut them down before submitting them to 
Congress, and they are now as large as ever. 


The new members will also discover that 
for almost all of the so-called improvements 
which the Secretary of War condemned in 
his memorable report of Jan. 4, 1883, the 
engineersask for large sums. Sumpawamus 
Inlet, Cheesequakes Creek, and the other 
creeks and inlets and trout streams are again 
in the list. We may be sure, however, that 
a careful inquiry will be made concerning 
the projects for which so much money is 
said to be required. 

Enlightened by the errors of their prede- 
cessors, supported by the convictions of their 
constituents, and assisted by the evidence 
on record relating to indefensible expendi- 
tures that were the result of log-rolling, the 
new Congress ought ‘to construct and pass a 
bill in which provision shall be made for 
only those improvements that are really de- 
manded by the general commercial interests 
of the country. 


AN IMPORTANT INVESTIGATION. 
Every effort that has ‘thus far been made 
to examine into the condition of the muni- 
cipal departments has had an unsatisfactory 
result. .When frauds were discovered in the 
Controller’s office an inquiry was set on foot 
by the Controller himself, which was ham- 
pered by the natural reluctance of those 
who were responsible for wrong-doing or 
negligence to aid in a full revelation of the 
facts. The inquiry conducted by a com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen was vitiated 
by an evident lack of impartiality and a 
desire to discredit the management of the 
department under certain men on political 
grounds. The Commissioners of Accounts 
conducted a very restricted examination, 
directed mainly to finding out when and 
how the coupon frauds were committed. 
Their report proved to be of little value. 
Two Grand Juries of the Court of General 
Sessions took up the matter, but their term 
of service was limited to a month and they 
were burdened with a mass of general crim- 
inal cases, which prevented them from 
giving the necessary attention to the sub- 
ject. The frauds brought to lightin the 
Water Bureau of the Department of Public 
Works have been deait within an equally 
inconclusive way. There is a very general 
belief that irregularities in that department 
have not been confined to the collection of 
water rents. 
There are other departments whose meth 
| ods seriously need looking into. The Excise 
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the habit of granting licenses to persons of 
notoriously bad character, and for places 
known to be the i 


resorts of criminals and 
prostitutes, in direct violation of law. When- 


ever they are cailed upon to make investiga- 
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ous action. There is a general belief, 
for which ground is by no means 
wanting, that the Police- Department makes 
no serious effort to enforce the restrictive 
features of the excise law, and that 
gambling houses and houses of prosti- 
tution are virtually protected by some 
members of the police force. If vio- 
lators of the law do not pay tribute for 
immunity from prosecution and security 
against the breaking up of their unlawful 
trades, general suspicion and common be- 
lief are far astray. If this suspicion and 
belief is not well-founded, reasons should be 
shown why places which are under the ban 
of the law flourish throughout the City prac- 
tically unmolested. It is quite time that a 
thorough investigation were made in the in- 
terest of the public for determining whether 
official responsibility in this City cannot be 
better enforced. 


A move has been made in this direction 
which may prove very important. Chief- 
Justice Noan Davis, of the Supreme Court 
for this district, has called a special Grand 
Jury for the Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
and will personally preside over that branch 
of the court while this jury is con- 
ducting its investigations. He is expected 
to make a charge to-day which will 
lay open a field of inquiry in regard 
to frauds in the municipal admunistra- 
tion and failures to meet the requirements 
of the law on the part of departments and 
officials in various branches of the public 
service. Judge Davis is precisely the man 
to give direction to an inquiry of this kind 
and to define its scope and extent. The 
Oyer and Terminer Grand Jury will not be 
burdened with other work, and its term 
of service can bef.extended by the 
court until’ the task imposed upon it 
is completed. The co-operation of the 
District Attorney’s office with the court will 
be very important, but there is no reason to 
doubt that under Mr. McKeon’s direction 
it will do its part. We look for a very 
thorough investigation, not only of frauds 
already known to exist, but of allegations of 
dereliction and disregard of duty in various 
departments, and we shall be disappointed 
if very important results do not spring from 
the inquiry now to be set on foot. 
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IS MR. HATTON A LAW-BREAKER ? 


The Commissioners of the District of Co- 
Jumbia have complained to the Postmaster- 
General about the publication of lottery ad- 
vertisements in First Assistant Postmaster- 
General HatTTon’s newspaper, and have 
asked him to consider the propriety of se- 
curing the enactment of a law excluding 
from the mails that paper and other Wash- 
ington papers that publish such advertise- 
ments, 


But an existing Jaw provides that ‘no 
circular concerning lotteries shall be carried 
in the mail.”” Is not a long advertisement 
prepared by the Louisiana Lottery Company 
a ‘‘circular concerning lotteries’? Can 
any Other statement prepared’ by the com- 
pany and sent through the mails be more 
effective than such an advertisement, that 
adds daily to the number of the company’s 
viétims? And in the law for the District of 
Columbia, which it is so difficult to enforce, 
as the Commissioners say, because Mr. 
HAaTToN’s newspaper and other Washing- 
ton newspapers exert their influence on the 
wrong side by means of ; these advertise- 
ments, punishment by fine and imprison- 
ment is provided not only for any one who 
shall sell a lottery ticket in the District but 
also for any one who shall ‘‘aid in selling’ 
such a ticket. : 


Does not First Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Hatron’s paper ‘‘aid in selling’ the 
tickets of the Louisiana company by pub- 
lishing the company’s long advertisements ? 
Undoubtedly it does, and it is paid for this 
aid. Has not Mr. Harron’s paper, then, 
violated this law and also forfeited its right 
to be carried in Government mail bags, under 
the law of 1872 as arnended in 1876? 


THE FRUITS OF ADVERSITY. 

Bengamin F. Butuer, of Massachusetts, 
rises superior to all reverses, defeats, and 
misfortunes. In recent interviews (and few 
modern statesmen have been more frequent- 
ly interviewed than he) Gov. BuTLEeR has 
ascribed his defeat to a variety of causes. 
Capital was enlisted against him. Bribery 
and corruption were rife. There was much 
intimidation. There were not votes enough 
cast for him. And many Democrats staid 
away from the polls. But the Governor 
has always insisted that he was more high- 
ly honored by this apparent defeat than he 
could have been by receiving a majority of 
all the votes cast. The minority represented 
the better part of Massachusetts. One more 
such reverse as this and he would be Presi- 
dent of the United States. Once more he 
has submitted himself, with a grace that is 
all bis own, to the insatiate interviewer, 
to whom he confides his woes and his 
wrongs. He declares that he owes his 
defeat to a drunken engineer and to 
bull-dozing in the shoe towns. The shoe 
towns, it should be explained, are Natick, 
Weymouth, Braintree, Holbrook, Middle- 
boro, Lynn, Danvers, Marlboro, Haverhill, 
and Beverly.

The death rate among the colored people of 
Washington is almost twice as great as it is 
among the whites of thesamecity. Theannual 
reports of the Health Officer of the District of Co- 
lumbia contain many facts of especial interest re- 
lating to the vital statistics of the two races. There 
are in the city about 120,000 whites and about 
60,000 eolored pereons. In the year ending June 
80 last the death rate among whites was only 17.97, 
while the rate among the colored people was 30.68. 
The rate for the entire population was 22.33 
In some years the death rate amorg the 
colored people has been twice as high as among 
the whites, and in one year it was, if our memory 
serves us well, no less than 34. The rate caused 
by malarial fevers was, for the last five years, 
three times as great among the colored people as‘ 
among the whites, owing mainly to the location of 
the houses of the colored people and their greater 
disregard for sanitary laws. On the other hand, 
the rate for scarlet fever was four times as great . 
among the whites as it was among the colored } 


people.

ROMAN RUINS FOUND IN TUNIS. 
Paris Letter to the London Dai'y Telegraph. 
Some remarkable ruins have been discovered 
in Tunis by Lieut, Massenet, who has been dis 
patched on an archzological mission in the neigh 
borhood of Bograra and E! Kantara, in the Gulf of 
Gabes. The exact spot of the discovery is nea! 
Fabella and Ei Kantara, to the south of the Island 
of Djerba, and it is believed, from the importance 
and extent of the ruins, that they form what was 
once the capital of the isiand, many years before 
the Christian era. The sight is said to be most im- 
pressive. The remains of a great temple—from its 
form presumably dedicated to Zephyr—have been 
brought to light near the sea-shore. They 
are of marble, and of singular architec- 
tural richness, composed in varts of huge 
blocks measuring more than 50 square 
yards at their base. Immease columns of red and 
green marble form the eastern entrance, and there 
is a square inclosure surrounded with white mar- 
ble friezes, supported by twisted columns. Num- 
bers of statues, sculptured in Egyptian granite, 
were lying upon the ground, and it was remarked 
that, while they were all decapitated. not a single 
head was to be found. Another temple was dis- 
covered, about half a mile away, built of the same 
marble as that used in the pagan temple of El Kan- 
tara. The old fortifications of the town can still 
be traced, having a circumference of three or four 
miles, while tne mosaic floors of the houses are 
easily visible, although much damaged by long ex- 
osure to the open air. The island was originally 
ned to the mainland by a causeway of Roman 
construction, the remains of which are even now 
apparent.

LORNE'S CANADIAN EXPERIENCE. 
From the Lonon World. 

The Marquis of Lorne leaves no unpleasant 
memory behind him in Canada; he would have 
left a warmer one had he been less heavily handi- 
capped. He succeeded the most popular Governor 
any colony ever knew; he brought a Priucess with 
him, and with the best will in the world to be gra- 


cious and cordial, he nas the Argyll manner of ob- 
viously forced frankness in its fullest develop- 
ment. Canada bas never had amore bard-work- 
ing Governor. He smiled ail the time. and shook 
hands with a conseijentious assiduity and a simill- 
tude of fervor which he honestly tried to make as 
like the real thing as his nature would allow. His 
life was scrupulously blameless. He was not wholly 
fortunate in his staff. but it was scarcely to be ex- 
— of him that he should have te instinet to 
iscern that officials, who wore so suave with him, 
could be arrogant, discourteous, aud ready with 
slights when outside the range of his observation.

OLD CLAIMS AND THE SWINDLING 
PENSION FIRMS. 

WrLBUR’s CLAIM FOR ILLUMINATED TILING 
—VICTIMS OF THE ATTORNEYS—THEIR 
COMPLAINTS NUMEROUS AND PITIFUL. 

Wasnrctox, Nov. 10.—In the crowd 
that will soon throng the places in the capital 
that have been comparatively deserted for 
months, the eye of the observer who has 

Jearned to recognize the regular visitors will 

be quick to discern, elbowing their way be- 

tween excited partisans of the different candi- 
dates for tne Speakersty#p or the position of 

Sergeant-at-Arms or Door-keeper, the faces 

and figures of the claimants who have haunted 

the seat of Government for session after ses- 
sion in the abiding hope that at some time or 
other the coffers will be opened to them and 
they shall go home satisfied. Some of these 
hopeful claimants ought to have been sat- 
ised long ago. Others, again, ought long 
ago to have been permanently discouraged. 

Many who have been paid were not entitled 

to the money they got, and the fact that they 

bave been unjustly paid has probably operated 
to prevent claimants who gre creditors of the 

Government, with just grounds for asking that 

they be paid, from receiving the paltry sums 

for which they have been meffectually plead- 
ing. The most worthy claimants are not al- 
ways most persistent or the most ingenious, 

This reflection about claimants calls to mind a 

case now before a branch of the ‘l'reasury De- 

partment. The facts are not new to New- 

Yorkers, except as to she last state of this 

claim. In 1872, I think, L M. Willbur, as sub- 

contractcr on the Federal Building, put ina 
quantity of work, principally illuminating 
tiling, which he said had been provided in 
thickness a great deal heavier than the 
contract prescribed that it should be. 

The original contractors collected and 

receipted for the amount for which the work 

had been agreed to be done—about $20,000. 

Mr. Willbur wanted $47,000 at all events, and 

he has been petitioning Congress to give bim 

the money. Not, however, until after he had 
andeavored to induce the Supervising Archi- 
tect to allow the claim. He would not. Not 
until Secretary Sherman had refused to allow 


the ground that he could not consider 
it and that was a matter to be settled else- 
where. Assistant Secretary French has also 
upon this persistent claimant’s demand, 
and unfavorably to its settlement by the 
Treasury Department. 


Mr. Willbur, it appears, has always held the 
opinion that the chief obstacle in the way of 
his success was Mr. James G. Hill, the ex- 
Supervising Architect. He was one of the 
most energetic of the prosecutors of Mr. Hill 
during the recent examination of that officer, 


* gnd made the charge that Mr. Hill offered to 


settle the claim for a 10 per cent. share of it. 
While Mr. Hill was outspoken in his opinion 
that the claim as made should not be favor- 
ably considered, Mr. Willbur did not satisfy 
the committee that Mr. Hill was desirous of 
sharing the proceeds of an unjust claim. It 


~ will be remembered that Mr. James Coleman 


was the counsel for the men who pressed the, 
investigation into Mr. Hill’s official affairs. 
Early in August, while Secretary Folger was 
absent and Mr. French was Acting Secretary, 
Mr. Willbur’s claim, addressed to the Secre- 


tary of the Treasury, came into the hands of 
Assistant Secretary John C. New. It may 
have come to him from Secretary Folger. The 
papers do not show that to be the fact. On 
August 6 Mr. New, as ** Assistant Secretary,” 
not as “ Acting Secretary,” referred the claim 
to Solicitor Raynor, with the indorsement: 
** Referred to the Solicitor for proper action.” 
Mr. Raynor bas now had ‘the matter in his 
hands for three months. He is at a loss to un- 
derstand several things. It seems strange to 
him thatthe matter was not referred by the 
Secretary to Mr. French, who was {fa- 
miliar with it. It also seems strange 
that he should be asked to take 
“proper action’? without receiving any 
intimation as to what proper action should be. 
Mr. James Coleman, the lawyer who prosecu- 
ted the investigation against Mr. Hill, has 
been to Mr. Raynor to urge him to write an 
opinion on the matter. So has ex-Senator 
Poole, of North Carolina. Mr. Raynor says 
that he does not know that Mr. Poole was 
selected for this case because he was believed 
to be particularly influential:with the Solic- 
itor. He says that Mr. Poole has as good a 
right to practice before the Solicitor as any 
lawyer in good standing. But Mr. Raynor 
now wants time for reflection. He would like 
to find out why Secretary Folger sent a matter 
to him which had already been passed upon by 
a Secretary of the Treasury, an Assistant Sec- 
~ay’ two or three sessions of Congress, and 
the Supervising Architect, who was familiar 
with the details of the work upon which the 
claim was founded, and who pronounced it an 
exorbitant claini. 


Tt would make the blood of any ordinarily 
sensitive person boil in his veins to stand an 
hour in the office of District Attorney Cork- 
sill reading the letters which he is receiving 
from all over the country containing the com- 
plaints of persons who have been victimized 
by swiudling pension attorneys. Se receives 
& great stack of them every day, and every 
fresh lot reveals the names of hitherto un- 
known firms engaged in this nefarious 
business. The letters are mostly from ex- 
tremely illiterate men and women living 
away off in the country, in Texas, California, 
Michigan, Ohio, Illinois, New-York—in fact, 
nearly every State, but principally from towns 
in the Western States. The stories told are 
monotonously painful. They have been en- 
ticed by lying circulars tosend their papers 
to attorneys who have bled them of dollar af- 
ter dollar, leading them on by stimulating 
promises, until 1t was found that no more 
money could be exacted. Then they were 
informed that their claims had been rejected, 
or that efforts to have them allowed would 
be suspended until further remittances 
were received. A general complaint on 
the part of ail the writers of these 
letters is that in nearly every instance the at- 
torneys have retained their papers, and that 
repeated demands for their restoration have 
been disregarded. This complaint will go a 
great way in helping Col. Corkhill to frame 

ood cases against the swindlers before the 
srand Jury. The Interior Department is sup- 
posed to be favorable to the punishment of the 
swindlers, but it has been unfortunate in giv- 
ing the impression that there is a very strong 
body of sympathizers with the agents in the 
Interior Department, who are determined 
to shield them as far as they can, 
While the Interior Department is strain- 
ing over technical difficulties, which are said 
to interfere with the prompt disbarment of the 
thieving attorneys, it may be that Attorney- 
General Brewster and Col, Corkhill will get at 
work and effect a cleaning-out of the agents 
who ought to have been disbarred long ago by 
the Interior Department, The courte may 
find fewer technicalities to embarrass them 
than some of the Interior Department officers 
ure said to be encountering. 


Meantime, Commissioner Dudley has had 
opportunity to find out that there must be 
scamps in the Pension Office who are in collu- 
sion with the outside swindlers. Among the 
letters received a day or two ago by Mr. Cork- 
hill was one trom b, F. Macintire, of Thomas- 
ville, Ga., written on Oct. 29. Macintire sen 
to Mr. Corkbill a tot of circulars he had re. 
ceived from one of the Washington firms of 


pension agents, and added that as he had made | 


his application for pension directly to Com- 
missioner Dudley, ‘they cquld not have ob- 
tained my address except at the Pension Or- 
fice,” 

The letters show from their number that 
the press has done a good work in creating the 
belief that there are very few of the pension 
attorneys who are to be trusted. Even 
those here in the capital who were believed 
to be straightforward have been detected in 
deceit and extortion, after having secured 
victims by scandalous misrepresentation. Sol-

Outside pension attorneys can do nothing 
to hasten one claim tn preference to another. 
When Congress meets it is believed that mem- 
bers who were formerly disposed to legislate 
in favor of the attorneys will find it difficult 
in going to extremities against them. Thou- 
sands of soldiers all over the country will re- 
mind their representatives of the wrongs the 
have suffered at the hands of these irresponsi- 
ble scamps, and will see to it that they are not 
furnished with any bills by which they can de- 
lude additiopal victims. 


An army officer tells a story about Capt. 
Edward M. Hayes, of the Fifth United States 
Cavalry, that is interesting. Before the 
war, when Hayes was a buglerin Texas, and 
only a striplitig with a handsome face, a lithe 
figure, and amazing skill with the bugle, he 


became a great favorite of Fitzhugh Lee, 
then an officer in the United States service. 
The Comanches were a wild and hostile tribe 
of Indians then, the Second Cavalry was hay- 
ing frequent encounters with them.

As the officer and the Indian were 
whirling about on the ground, now one upper- 
most and then the other, Hayes endeavored to 
get a shot at the red man that would not kill 
both red and white. At last he secured 
an opportunity, and sent a bullet tearing 
through Yellow Bear’s skull. Fitzhugh Lee was 
very grateful, and always remembered the 
service, The President, by the way, has 
given Capt. Hayes an agreeable position. He 
called at the White House the other day to 
pay his respects, as he had made the Presi- 
dent’s acquaintance while escorting him 
through the Yellowstone Park in August. 
Having expressed a desire to be detailed to 
duty in the East, after long service on the 
frontier, he was next day ordered by the Sec- 
retary of War totake charge of a recruiting 
station in North Carolina. The Captain’s fam- 
ily live in that State, and he will now be able 
to hunt up fresh blood for the cavalry service 
without being separated from wife, children,

OBITUARY. 


E. DARWIN SMITE. 

Early on Saturday morning Judge E. Darwin 
Smith, one of the best-known lawyers of New- 
York State, received a stroke of apoplexy at his 
home in Rochester. He died yesterday afternoon 
at 2’clock, having been uneonscious from the 
time of the attack until his life passed away. Judge 
Smith was born in De Ruyter, Madison County, on 
Ost. 10, 1806. When 8 years of age he moved to the 
village of Rochester and began the study of law. 
In 1827 he Was admitted to the Bar. After practic- 
jug several years he formed a partnerebip with 
Henry E. Rechester, which continued for 20 years. 
For several years he was cierk of the State 
Court of Chancery, being at that’ time 
& prominent member of the Democratic Party. 
In 1855 he changed his politics, became a Whig, 
and in November of that year was elected a Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court. At the expiration of 
his term, four years, be was re-elected for a second 
term. Atthattime it was customary for a Judge 
ofthe Supreme Court to sit in the Court of Ap- 
peals during the last year of his term, so Judge 
Smith was a member of that court for two years, 
one year at the close of bis first term, and another 
at the close of his second. In 1863 he was renom- 
inated by the Republican Party,and his record being 
satisfactory, no one was bamed in opposition, and 
he was elected fora third time. Meanwhile the term 
of office had been extended te 14 years, and Judge 
Smith continued on the Bench asa Justice of the 
Supreme Court until 1876, when he beoame dis- 
qualified by age and retired to private life. His 
career op the bench extended overa period of 21 
years, and during that time he was noted through- 
out the State for the honesty and ability of his de- 
cisions. From the time of his retirement until his 
death he served as Referee in a great number of 
important cases. Of the Rochester lawyers who 
were in practice when Judge Smith first went on 
the Bench only two are living, Henry R. Selden and 
Henry E. Rochester. Judge Smith wasa prom- 
inent Episeapalian. He was a member of the pri- 
mary convention of the Diocese of Western New- 
York in 1838, and has served his church in that ca- 
pacity almost continuously since thattime. For 
the greater portion of his life he was a prominent 
Mason. Personally Judge Smith was highly es- 
teemed, aud he made hosts of friends throughout 


the State.

CHARLES H. CUSHMAN. 

Charles H. Cushman, the distingnished re- 
tired United States Navy Commander, died in Buf- 
falo yesterday of consumption caused by diabetis. 
He was born in Dexter, Me., in December, 1831, 
entered the navy in 1849, and received distino- 
tion in the rebellion for gallant service at 
Port Royal, Charleston Harbor, and Fort Fisher’ 
He served on the ship Wauchesett, on the receiving 
ship at the Norfolk pavy-yard, and lastly with 
the revenue cutter Michigan. He was appointed 
Commander in July, 1862, and had a record of 15 
years of sea service and 7 years of land service. 
He wae retired at his own request in December, 
1876. The funeral will be held on Tuesday.

HER SUCCESSFUL APPEARANCE AT 


THE LYCEUM IN LONDON. 
THE REPUTATION OF THE THEATRE WORTH- 
ILY MAINTAINED—MEETING THE PRINCE 
OF WALES—GILBERT’S NEW PIECE. 

Loxpon, Oct. 80.—The fact that Miss 
Mary Anderson achieved a signal success in 
the second part she has played in England— 
that of Pauline in ‘‘ The Lady of Lyons”—has 
no doubt ere now been duly sent across the 
Atlantic, to the great satisfaction of her many 
admirers in the States. Some details, how- 
ever, of this very interesting performance, at 
which I had the pleasure of being present on 
Saturday night, will probably be acceptable 
to your readers. The house was crowded in 
every part by that superior class of audience 
which the energy and good taste of Mr. Irving 
has caused to become the regular clientéle of 
the Lyceum. Not alone in the stalls and 
boxes, which were filled by many of the most 
distinguished people in the worlds of rank and 
fashion, of literature and art, but in the nit 
and gallery, was to be found an assemblage 
whose discriminating applause throughout the 
evening denoted intelligence and cultivation. 
For it is the greatest triumph that Miss Ander- 
son has achieved that she has managed to keep 
together the same sighly educated audiences 
that Mr. Irving and Miss Ellen Terry attract- 
ed to the theatre, and that, without making 
any invidious comparisons, and without being 
torgetful of old friends, all who see her and 
are charmed by her talents acknowledge that 
the place of the absent ones is at least worthily 
filled and the reputation of the Lyceum Thee- 
tre is maintained. 

It was a rare compliment to the gifted 
actress that the Prince and Princess of 
Wales ‘should have marked the occasion of 
Miss Anderson’s [appearance for the first time 
in England in the character she played on 
Saturday their presence. Their Royal 
Highnesses sometimes, but not very often, 
attend “first nights,” and when they do 
so the fact always indicates that the 
occasion is regarded as one of more then ordi- 
nery importance. Miss Anderson, moreover, 
has already firmly established herself in royal 
favor, and not more by her genius than by her 
personal character. And here let me at once 
teli, as I am enabled to do on the best authori- 
ty, the true story of which the report that Miss 
Anderson refused to meet the Prince of Wales 
was a monstrous, if not a malicious, exaggera- 
tion. I need not, of course, remind American 


readers that this actress is a welcome guest in 
the best society. Here, as elsewhere, she trav- 
els and lives with her family; it is in their 
presence that she receives her friends, and it is 
witb one or other of them, naturally for the 
most part with her mother, that she visits her 
acquaintances, Jt is not to be wondered at 
that a lady of Miss Anderson’s beauty and 
gifts should be much sought after in Lon- 
don society eo soon as her merits became 
known, and, indeed, if she remains much long- 
er in this country, that is until the “season” of 
fashion begins, she will certainly be in great 
demand at all the best houses in tne metrop- 
olis. Meanwhile, she had, in the earliest days 
of her sojourn among us, several invitations 
from persons of rank and position, with some 
of whom she was wholly unacquainted. 
Among the rest, she was one day invited to 
the house of Lord Alfred Paget, a nobleman 
well known in London society and holding an 
office in the roya! household,as Clerk Marsial in 
in the department of the Master of tie Horse. 
The invitation was addressed persorally and 
solely to Miss Anderson; she did not know 
Lord Alfred Paget, and, as I have said, she 
makesit a rule not to visit the house of auy 
stranger, however exalted in rank, unless she 
is chaperoned by her mother. In these c'r- 
cunstances the invitation was courteously de- 
clined. As a matter of fact the Prince of 
Wales was to be at the party to which Miss 
Anderson was asked, but her refusal to attend 
it had not the slightest reference to him or to 
any reluctance on her part to meet him. The 
Prince bas been made fully aware of thereport, 
and, while declaring it.to be quite beneath his 
notice, has expressed his cordial approval of 
the course adopted by Miss Anderson in what 
really did take place. Such is the true version 
of the circumstances of that which was very 
properly characterized by my informant as a 
**story of three black crows.” 

The Prince and Princess of Wales arrived at 
the theatre on Saturday night shortly after 
the conclusion of the first act of the play, in 
which Pauline does not appear. The first to 
be seen in the royal box, which was one close 
to the stage, was the Princess, and directly 
afterward was observed a dark, good-looking 
young man, with black mustache and beara, 
who was recognized as Prince Louis of Batten- 
burg. Inafew moments the pleasant, good- 
natured face of the Prince of Wales was per- 
ceived, and he took his seat between his con- 
sort and his cousin. The Princess of Wales 
was dressed in white or cream-colored satin 
trimmed with whits fur, and wore as her most 
conspicuous ornament a necklace of pearls. I 
may note here that the royal party watched 
the whole performance with the closest atten- 
tion from first to last. The Prince of Wales 
did not take part in the general applause that 
so frequently burst forth, but at each of the 
very numerous recalls with which Miss 
Anderson and her companions were hon- 
ored he signified bis approval by tapping 
the back of his left hand with his right. Atter 
the performance the Prince and Princess both 
had a short conversation with Miss Anderson, 
and once more assured her of the pleasure 
which her talents had afforded them, I un- 
derstand that the Prince, alluding to the very 

ronounced republican sentiments expressed 
in * The Lady of Lyons,” also good-humoredly 
bantered Miss Anderson on the uncompli- 
mentary manner in which Princes had been 
treated that evening, to which Miss Anderson 
jestingly replied that she had been so well 
treated by Princes herself that she felt almost 
inclined to become one of the Queen’s subjects. 

Miss Anderson’s performance of Pauline 
must be so well known in America that I need 
hardly describe how she playedit here. I will 
content myself with simply stating how she 
appeared and what impression she seemed to 
make in the principal scenes. Her first entry 
in thesecond act was greeted with very hearty 
applause, but like a true artist she did not ac- 
xnowledge it in any way, but proceeded at 
once with the business of the scene. Her cos- 
tume was greatly admired. Attired in the 
short-waisted robe of the end of the last cen- 
tury, a white skirt with golden spots, while an 
amber brocaded satin train “owed from her 
shoulders, and with long, loose gloves reaching 
above the elbows, Miss Anderson was pro- 
nounced to be a living realization of the por- 
traits of the Empress Josephine, and was 
considered to look as charming as she did in 
the classical dress of Parthenia. The arrange- 
ment by which Pauline reclines on a marble 
seat while Claude bends over the back of it to 
pour into her ear his sham description of his 
palace by the Lake of Como was also com- 
mended for its grace and novelty, as the 
speech is commonly delivered while the actor 
and actress are standing up and confronting 
one another. In the third act the brown 
traveling dress which Miss Anderson wore 
was considered very becoming, while the 
dingy background of the peasant’s cottage 
threw into better relief the outlines of her 
beautiful profile than did the brighter scene of 
the second act. In this act Pauline’s burst of 
indignation when Claude's deception was re- 
vealed to her, and the tenderness with which 
she recognized his repentance, evidently moved 
the audience; but itis in the fourth act that 
the actress, if she is really to make her mark 
here, has her best oppertunity, and in spite of 
what certain cold, and I am afraid prejudiced, 
critics may say I can testify tothe fact that 
the impression made by Miss Anderson when 
Pauline implores her father not to separate 
her from ber husbund was such as only an 
actress of real genius could create. But it is 
only fair to Miss Anderson’s companions to 
recognize that she was splendidly support- 
ed in this scene. Indeed, having seen 
“The Lady of Lyons’’ played over and over 
again for the last thirty years, 1 must say 1 
never saw the close of the fourth act ‘‘ go” so 
briskly as it did on Saturday night. In the 
fifth act Miss Anderson, as she sat dressed in 
another robe of pure white, with the ruddy 
glow of the fire tinting its folds, looked quite 
a picture; and the scene where Ciaude gives 
Pauline the supposed message from himself 
could not have gone better than it did, 
while the rapidity and crispness, so to speak, 
with which the dénoument was brought about 
and the curtain was brought down was a 
worthy finish to a most excellent porform- 
ance. You must already have heard how Miss 
Anderson was recalled again and again, and I 
will only add my individual witness to the 
} tact that the applause had that truco ring in 1t 
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"is really in earnest.

THE NEW COMEDY “DUTY.” 


THE PLAY TO SUCCEED THE ‘“‘RAJAH’’ AT 
THE MADISON-8QUARE. 

Mr. Daniel Frohman was reading over the 
criticisms on the ‘Stranglers of Paris,’’ yester- 
day morning, in the office of the Madi- 
son-Square Theatre, when a reporter of THE Times 
dropped in. In response to questions as to what 
was going on in the management of the Madison- 
Square, Mr. Frohmen said it was quite likely there 
would be a change of billin the course of the next 
four or tive weeks.

Its place upon the stage ef this 
theatre will be taken by a comedy called ** Duty,’’ 
by Henry C. De Mille,a brother of the novelist 
who wrote “The Dodge Club” and other well- 
known books. 

“There have been some quite erroneous para- 
graphs in the newspapers,” said Mr. Frobman, 

concerning the story of the new play. If yeu 
care to hear it,I will tell the plot over to you. be- 
fore other papers get hold of it. Mr. John Delmer 
is a self-made man. From extreme poverty 
be has worked himself up to the position of @ 
wealthy banker. He has two beautiful and 
refined daughters, Margaret and Esther, in 
whom his ambition is centred. The father 
and mother have alike determined that their 
children shall shine among. the lights 
of that society, which has refused to them a place 
in its ranks. As a means of accomplisbing this ob- 
jeet, Mr. Delmer consents to the marriage of his 
younger daughter, Esther, to Dr. Frederick Van 
Arnem, & young man whose social position is 
higher than bis financial standing. ‘The young 
couple take up their abode at Mr. Delmer’s house, 
in ‘Tarrytown-on-the-Hudson. Margaret, the 
elder and unmarried daughter, had, three 
years before the opening of the play. been 
rescued from a watery grave by a col- 
lege mate and cousin of Van Arnem, named 
Dr. Leonard West. Love had been the result of 
the heroic incident, but Mr. Delmer refused to give 
Dr. West his daughter's hand, as the young physic- 
jan was poor. He further offereda sum of money 
to Dr. West as a compensation for his cour- 
ageous act, which was contemptuously refused. 
Margaret, actuated by feelings of martifiation and 
pride, and knowing in what light Dr. West regard- 
ed her pareuts, quarreied with him. They sepa- 
rated, and Dr. West swore that he would return in 
three years with all pecuniary obstacles overcome 
to claim Margaret as bis bride.” 

“ The soene of the first ant is an elaborately fur- 
nisbed interlorin Mr. Deimer’s house. The play 
opens with the return of Dr. Leonard West. whe is 
astonished to find that his cousin Van Arnem has 
married Margaret’s sister. He perceives that 
the young husband and wife are ardently 
attached to one another, and alse observes that 
the young wife is completely under her mother’s 
thumb. ina friendly spirit, Dr. West suggests to 
Fred that Esther, in a little home of her own, far 
from the maddening mother’s ignoble rule, would 
be a far more desirable companion than she 
is at present. Fred sees things in the same 
light, but cannot convince Esther, who thinks her 
mother infallible, and she allows her husband to 
depart alone to a home of his own. Dr. West 
has defeated a dishonest scheme regarding a 
railroad, the overthrow of whieh involves 
Mr. Delmer in a_ serious financial loss. 
He was unaware that Mr. Delmer was in 
any way connected with this seheme, but Margaret 
sees in his eonduct undeniable proof of oy 
against the family. She had also heard of Dr. 
West's suegestion to Fred in the matter of remov- 
ing Esther from her father’s root, and uses all the 
means in her power to prevent Esther's departure, 
A voung Southern girl named Rhoda Manley, a 
friend of the Delmers, is staying, as a guest, in 
Mr. Delmer’s house, and she knows that the 
wealth of her host has been accumulated by 
the embezzlement of certain funds confided to 
him years before by his partner. Rhoda discovers 
that the partner wasan uncle of Fred and Dr. 
West, and that they are the rightful heirs of Mr. 
Deimer’s fortune. Tothese gentiemen the girl feeis 
herself in duty bound to reveal thase discoveries. The 
two cousins, although the fate of the Delmer fam- 
ily is thus placed within their grasp, do not breathe 
a word concerning the revelations they have 
heard. They allow Margaret and Esther to be- 
lieve the charges of trickery made against West, 
and of heartiessness against Van Arnem.

FIRE IN A STEAVER’S HOLD. 


THE TALLAHASSEE FOUND TO BE ON FIRE 
JUST BEFORE REACHING THIS CITY. 

While the steam-ship Tallahasse, of the 
Ocean Steam-ship Company, which arrived from 
Savannah last evening, was passing the High- 
lands about 6:80 o’clock, an odor of burn- 
ing cotton was detected on the vessel. On 
examination it was diseovered that a fire 
was raging in the lower hold, where the greater 
part of a cargo of 3,200 bales of cotton was 
stored. There were 13 passengers on board, and 
they were at supper in the main saloon. 
The greatest caution was observed by 


the officers and crew in order not to 
alarm the passengers, and eso admirably 
did they succeed that it was not until supper was 
over and the passengers began to distribute them- 
selves about the vessel that they were made 
aware that anything unusual was goingon. As 
soon as the situation of the fire was found 
the vessel was stopped anda head of steam, fully 
75 pounds, was forced into the lower hold. The 
boat is provided with steam-pumps for eight lines 
of hose, and the pipes of these were turned into 
the lower hold and the compartment was flooded 
with water. After this was done the ship’s boats 
were suspendea from their davits in readiness for 
use in ease of emergency, and the engines were 
started again. 

The rain was falling heavily and the fog was very 
thick. The pilot was compelled to use caution in 
order to avoid coming intu collision with vessels at 
anchor in ‘the bay aad harbor, but she finally 
reached her dock at the foot of Spring- 
street, North River, at 10 o’elock. An 
alarm was immediately given, and the fire- 
boat steamed te the spot and several engines soou 
stretched their lines of hose across West-street 
and down the long pier to the vessel. The crew, 
consisting of 47 men, and a number of ‘longshore- 
men were at once employed in removing the cargo 
from the upper hold. As fast as room is made 
the hatehes leading to the lewer hold wiil 
be opened in order to ascertain the extent of the 
fire. The cargo consists of cotton aud general 
merchandise, among which is a quantity of 
turpentine and resin.w Its value Capt. W1l- 
liam H. Fisher was unable io state last 
night. He did not apprebend any spread 
of the fire, as the ship is of iron, and has iron 
beams. At midnight the hold was being flooded with 
water by the fire-boat and Engine No. 20, besides 
the steamer’s engines, and the Captain expressed 
the opinion that the fire would speedily be extin- 
guished. The Tal!a»assee, he said, was only a year 
old. and was valued at $350,000. 

The passengers, thankful for their safe deliver- 
ance. before leaving the burning vessel heid a 
meeting in the main saloon and united in the fol- 
jowing expression of their appreciation of the oun- 
ductof the officers and crew:

We, the undersigned, passengers on board of the 
steam-ship Tallabassee, desire to publicly express our 
sincere and heartfelt thauks for the admirable 
cooiness, promptness, and energy displayed by 
the worthy Captain, W. H. Fisher, the officers 
and crow, during the time the vessel was 
on fire. Their conduct and the discipline maintained 
cannot be too highly commended, as it averted any 
panic or uneasiness among us.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The fire which broke out in the East Liberty 
(Penn.) stockyards yesterday morning was got un- 
der eontrol in about an hour.

Robert Hugill, a traveling salesman for 
a plumbing establishment in this City, returned to 
his boarding place at No. 18 Sidney-place, Brook- 
lyn, Friday night, about 9 o'clock, and retired to 
his room on the fifth floor. He failed to appear 


Saturday, and yesterday his landlady, Mrs. Isaac 
Ha)stead, ordered his door to be burst open. Hu- 
gill was lying dead on the bed, with a bullet-hole 
in his right temple. ‘he pistol with which he 
had committed suicide—a weapon of 32 calibre— 
was lying on the bed at his side. In his pockets 
were found $82 71 in money, and a soiled piece of 
paper which bad evidently been carried in his 
vest pocket for many days. In pencil was written: 
* Miserable as lam, God forgive me. I can’t stand 
this torture any longer. I have not one spark of 
reason left. To die such an ignominious death is 
terrible. God have mercy on me.” On one of 
Hugill’s fingers was adiamond ring. Hugill was 
24 years ot age, and was affected with lung trou- 
ble. He had been in deiiszate health for some

Its 
general course is south-east. The main branch 
risés at & point about 50 feet north of West Ferty- 
sixth-street, 800 feet east of Sixth-avenue. It is 
formed by two smal! brooks, one of which rises in 
n littie Inke 200 feet east of Sixth-avenue, between 
West Forty-seventh and West Forty-eighth streets, 
and crosses West Forty-seventh-street about 250 
feet east of Sixth-avenue.

The north line of 
Bast Forty-second: street is crossed abont 140 feet 
west of Third-avenue and the south line of the 
Btreet about 75 feet west of the avenue; the west 
line of the avenue is crossed about 60 feet north of 

t Forty-first-street, and the east line near the 
rth-east corner of the square formed by the in- 
tersection of the avenue and East Forty-first- 
street; the south line of East Forty-first-street is 
crossed 25 feet cast of the avenue, the north line of 
East Fortieth-street 120 feet east of the avenue, 
the south line 175 feet east, East Thirty-ninth-street 
if-way between Third and Second avenues, and 
Thirty-eight-street 200 feet west of Second- 
avenue. From the point just within the south line 
of East Thirty-cighth-street above mentioned the 
stream, which has here attained a large size, flows 
east about 125 feet, south the same distance, and 
then south-east, crossing the square at Second- 
avenue and East Thirty-seventh-street from its 
north-west to ite south-east corner. From the 
Bouth-east corner of the square the stream flows 
pouth-east through the block erossing the north 
line of East Thirty-sixth-street about 250 feet east 
of Second-avenue, and the south line about 50 feet 
farther east. Twenty-five feet south of the south 
line of East Thirty-sixth-street and 175 feet west of 
Second-avenue this stream, Jike most of the others 
on the east side. empties into the made land. 

Not only do the large streams require attention, 
but those of less impertance as well. About 25 feet 
north of East Thirteenth-street. on the east line of 
Avenue A,a small stream, confined only to one 
block, rises. Fiowing east and gradualiy curving 
north, it empties into the made land which in- 
fringes on the north-east corner of the block 
bounded by West Thirteenth and West Fourteenth 
streets and Avenues Aand B. Astream of some 
size rises a little north of the centre of the block 
bounded by Second and Third avenues and East 
Thirteenth and East Fourteenth streets. Crons- 
ing East Fourteenth-street about half-way be- 
tween Second and Third avenues, it enters 
tme block on the north-side of the street, 
about 300 feet west of Second-avenue. Flowing 
east it comes out on the west line of Second- 
avenue about 20 feet north of East Fourteenth- 
street and crosses to the south-east corner of Sec- 
ohd-avenue and East Fourteenth-street. Thence 
it fiows south-east, comes out on East Thirteenth- 
street, about 100 feet west of First-avenue. and runs 
east along the street about 400 feet. The north 
line of East Thirteenth-street is crossed again 
about 150 feet east of First-avenue, and, flowing in 

north-easterly direction, the stream again crosses 
East Fourteenth-street, half-way between First- 
avenue and Avenue A. Crossing the south-east 

corner of the block north of East Fourteexth-street 
and west of Avenue A, it comes out on the west 
line of the avenue, about 100 feet north of Hast 
ourteenth-street. The east line is crossed at its 
ntersection with the south line of East Fifteenth- 
street, and the north line of East Fifteenth-street 
about 100 feet east of Avenue A. Seventy-five feet 
beyond the stream reaches the limit of the original 
land ana the inner edge of the made land.

THE NEW CATHOLIC COLORED CHURCH. 
The Church of St. Benedict the Moor, the 
aew Roman Catholic Chureh for colored reople, 
at Bleecker and Downing streets, is one of the 
mission charges of the Church of the Epiphany at 
No. 873 Second-avenue, and the Rev. Father R. L. 
Burtsell, of the latter, is the ex officio Pastor of the 
new church. The Rev. Father Burke, one of the 
assistant priests of the parish, has been assigned te 


duty as the acting Pastor of the mission chureh. 
The dedication ceremonies occur next Sunday. 
Bishop M. J. O’Farrell, of Trenton, will officiate. 
The sermon will be preached by Vicar-General 
Preston, and Cardinal McCloskey is expected to be 
resent. As this is the first Roman Catholic 
Church exclusively for colored people in this 
Dity, much interest is taken in the dedication, and 
it is expected that the church will be filled to over- 
flowing. A meeting of the eongregation was held 
yesterday afternoon in the basement of the church 
to distribute ticaets of admission to the services. 
At the Church of the'Epiphany yesterday morning 
& eollection of $700 was taken up to aid 
the enterprise, and at the vesper ser- 
vice in the afternoon the children and teach- 
ers of the Sunday-sehool presented Father 
Burke, for the use of the ehurch, with a complete 
set of sacred vessels and a handsome altar cross. 
The new congregation already numbers over 100, 
and it is believed that it will be increased to 600 as 


soon as all the colored Catholics in this City can be 
reached.

ON THE VERGE OF STARVATION. 


SUFFERINGS OF THE WORKMEN AT THE BIG 
ROCKAWAY BEACH HOTEL. 

The “big hotel” at Rockaway Beach, the 
building of which was begun by the Rockaway 
Beach Imprevement Company some four years 
ago, bas thrown frem 80, to"40 honest laborers’ 
families into the most severe distress. The waves 
at the beach, which to the careless pleasure-seck- 
ers seemed to speak of holiday recreation ana the 
delights of the Summer season, were to the work- 
ers at the hotel decidedly “ sad sea waves,” telling 
a tale of misery, debt, and almost starvation. 
When the Rockaway Beach Improvement Compa- 
ny became insolvent, the Supreme Court appointed 
Jobn A. Rice as Receiver. He remained in that 
position for about ome year, during which 
time eertificates were issued to Mr. A. B. 
Smith, a grocer, for $11,000; to William H. Jen. 
nings, butcher, for $9,000, and to John Ebbert, 
ohief engineer ef the water-works, for more than 
$1,000. The grocer and butcher bad supplied food 
to the laborers at the hotel, of whom at one time 


there were 1.500 employed. After Mr. Rice's 
régime Gen. James W. Husted, of Westchester 
County, was appointed Receiver by Judge West- 
brook on July 17, 1881. On Nov. 2of that year 
Aaron A. Degrauw was temporarily appointed Re- 
ceiver by Judge Donohue, and was succeeded by 
James W. Husted. He was again placed in charee 
in December, 1881. Mr. Husted remained until 
February last, when the hotel was sold 
to Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & OCo., of 
this City, the real estate for $175,000, 
and the personal property. including machinery, 
for $15,500. A purchase money mortgage of $84,000 
had to be deducted from those amounts, the bal- 
ance of the money being plaeed with the Union 
Trust Company. Since the sale to Messrs. Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. tradesmen have been paid reaulariy 
by ex-Senator James A. Oakley, President of the 
New-York, Woodhaven and Rockaway Railroad, 
and now in charge of the hotel. The debts con 

tracted by the Receivors James W.: Husted and 
Aaron A. Degrauw have been left unpaid, except 
such occasional sums as were given to the peopie 
to restore their confidence when they threatened 
to discontinue supplies. This non-payment has 
been the cause of the distress before mentioned, 
which ieft some families without a loaf of bread, 

and proved (o al! a source of severe financial em- 
barrassment. 

Mr. John Ebbert, chief engineer of the water- 
works, said to a Timers reporter yesterday: 
“ These two Receivers owe me directly $1,117 50, 
dating from October, 1881, up to the time when 
Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & Co. bought the hotel. 
I have advanced $470 90 toone of my sons for 
labor as a fireman, while my secend son is owed 
$480 as assistant engineer. I don’t speak of cer- 
tificates I hold issued by John A. kice. I don’t 
expect to get anything from them. This want of 
money has embarrassed me yf Bhceenr geen A 
Iam in debt everywhere, having borrowed right 
and left. Weall lived on promises. and they are 
not nourishing. It seems to me that we are suffer- 
ing from Husted and Degrauw’s private quarrels. 
Husted applied to the court for $15,000, de- 
posited to his credit, to pay his men. 
Degrauw said at the same time that 
he must also pay his employes, and 
put an injunction on Husted'’s receiving any 
morey. In the meantime, while they are wrangling 
about justice, here we are, going on without our 
money, and without any apparent chance of re- 
anving it. The case between the Receivers was 
argued at Poughkeepsie, and the decision was re- 
served till the General Term. At the General Term 
the court decided that the $15,000 in the court to 
the credit of Husted should be ieft there to the 
eredit of the County Clerk of Queens County. Mr. 
Husted has appeaied from that decision to the 
Court of Appeals. We can’t afford to wait like 
this, for we have families to support.” Mr. 
William H. Jennings, the buteher, stated that he 
wanted $1,500 for meat and groceries supplied 
for the suppert of the laborers and watchmen. He 
said he had had a great many people applying to 
nim for assistance, and his wife had given many of 
them clothes. Some of them had been left even 
without money to retarn to New-York from Rock- 
away. Charies Ward, who had been engaged as 
policeman and boarding-house keeper, is owed 
about $400 for the board of the men, whom he was 
obli to keep, even when they did not pay bim, 
or else to vacate. It was the duty of the Receivers 
to deduct the money for board from the men's 
pay—when such an event as payment took place— 
and to hand it to Mr. Ward. Mr. Ward stated that 
he staid to secure his money. He had three chil- 
dren and a wife, and they had been forced to go 
almost barefooted. He had never experiened so 
much distress. Robert Hicks, assistant engineer, 
said that the Receivers owed him about $200 since 
October, 1881. He was so erippied by the neglect 
of the Receivers to pay that many times he would 
have been glad of 50 cents. He had had a child 
sick, and had been obliged to borrow money from 
the grocer to pay for a doctor. 

About 30 men from New-York, Brooklyn, Peeks- 
kill, Cohoes, and Sing Sing have been the -victims 
of this neglect to pay. Most of them have fami- 
lies to support, and a man named Charles Wilson. 
living in a tenement-house in this City, was turned 
out several times, owing to his inability to pay the 
rent. ‘They owe men for labor sinoe the building 
was first started.” said Mr. Jennings, “and they 
are pretty watchful about the water-works, as 
they are afraid that their creditors may set fire to 
the hoteL”’ 

The indebted people of Rockaway Beach will 
hold « meeting next Saturday evening, at the Sum- 
mit House in that village, to discuss means where- 
by a settlement can be immediately obtained. It 
is said that the “ big botel’’ will be opened next 
season, but this is generally disbelieved at Rocka- 
wuy Beach. 


IN THE CATHOLIC CHUROH. 


PAYING THE DEBT OF 8T. PATRICK’S8—SING- 
ING THE GREGORIAN MUSIC. 

The venerable old cathedral, now St. Pat- 
rick’s Church, at Mulberry and Prince streets, 
sround which so many historic memories cling 
and which has been the scene of so many imposing 
and gorgeous ceremonials of the Roman ritual, is, 
under the careful administration of the Reetor, 
the Rev. John F. Kearney, paying its debts and 
preparing the way for its solemn consecration to 
the worship of God. The entire debt is under- 


stood to be $15,000, and some of the laymen of the 
parish have formed an association, named the St. 
Patrick's Society, for the express purpose of wip- 
ing it out. The members meet in the parochial 
school-house eyery Sunday evening. and they have 
already obtained over $3,000. The Executive Com- 
mittee is composed of 15 well-known gentlemen. 

At St. Stephen’s Church, in East Twenty-eighth- 
street, yesterday morning, the solemn high mass 
was celebrated by the Kev. Daniel Burke, D. D., 
assisted by the Rev. James A. Curran, D. D., as dea- 
con, and the Rev. Charles H. Colton as subdeacon. 
There was no sermon. This church supports two 
distinct chotre, and the eontrast between Grego- 
rian tones and the compositions of Mozart, Haydn, 
and others is often of a somewhat startling 
nature. The celebrant of the mass, Father Burke. 
in his earlier days was one of the altar bovs of this 
church, and filled for several years the duties of a 
minor order around the altar, where yesterday he 
for the first time in this church celebrated the holy 
sacrifiee. Father Burke was ordained at Rome, 
and arrived in this City from Europe last month. 
He is stationed at the Church of the Epiphany, at 
Second-avenue and Twenty-first-street, as one of 
its assistant Pastors. 

Another church has in part entered into the 
epiric of the Roman ritual by the singing of * plain 
chants.” For the first time in the history of St. 
Ann's Chureh.in East Twelfth-street, the quartet 
and chorus sang the Psalms eix., cxii., and cxvi., 
and the Magnificat to Gregorian music at the ves- 
per office at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, at 
which the Rev. Andrew J. Clancy officiated, wear- 
ing-a cope of cloth of gold. Asthe people wor- 
shiping at St. Ann's have been educated up to a 
bigh and elaborate standard of music the plain 
chant may not for a time give satisfaction. 
They must remember, however, that the late Coun- 
cil calied attention to liturgical laws iu regard to 
musical service, and, of course, Mer. Preston's 
choir must comply.

THE OLDEST HORSE IN AMERICA. 
—_—_-+-»—- 
OLD TURK, THE WONDER AND PENSIONER 
OF RICHMOND COUNTY. 


Old Turk, the equine pensioner of Rich- 
mond County, still lives and occupies a stall in the 
barn at Staten Island’s alms-house. He is the 
oldest horse in New-York State, or in America in 
all probability, as bis age can be reliably fixed at 
42 years, and ex-County Treasurer James R. Rob- 
inson, now 78 years old, thinks he can reliably 
trace him back for 45 years. The animal is quite 
a curiosity, particularly to veterinarians, who are 
anxious to see how long the veteran will live, and 


thus settle the mooted queetion of equine longev- 
ity. Originaliy iron-gray in coler, Old Turk's coat 
in now snow-white. He is toothless and bas to be 
fed on “soft food.”” Mr. Robinson says he knew Old 
Turk 25 years ago, when he wasa “crack” trotter, 
owned, he believed, by Capt. Jacob H. Vanderbilt, 
and known as Guy Scuytis. He was one of the 
wonders of the old New-Dorp race-course, and 
was purchased = Vanderbilt from Judge Clausen, 
who lived on the old Richmond road, near New- 
Dorp-lane. A proposition made some years azo to 
seil Old Turk, and thus save expense to the county, 
created quite a sensation, and evoked lively 
newspaper comment. Nearly one whole day 
was devoted to a discussion of Old 
Turk’s case by the Board of Supervisors, 
and his name also figures on the records o 
the Superintendents of the Poor, who talked once 
or twice of selling him. Thomas McCormick, 
keeper of the alms-house, says that when Major 
Barnett, Superintendent of the Poor, proposed to 
sell him, a number of citizens clubbed together 
and agreed to purchese him and pay for his keep- 
ing rather than allow him to be disposed of. He 
had done good service to the county, aud it was 
finally decided to pension him. Since that time he 
has Gone no more work than was necessary to 
keep him in condition. In this life of indolence he 
will probably continue until his demise, of which 
there is no immediate symptom. Mr. MoCor- 
mick knows of the animal having been 
on the farm for 12 years, and his predeces- 
soras Keeper, Mr. Miller, told him that he had 
watched Old Turk for 20 years previous to this, 
knowing him to be at least 10 years old when he 
came tothe Poor Farm. This would make him at 
least 42 years of age. Mr. Robinson, who says sev- 
eral showman have tried to purchase bim, is writ- 
ing a history of the anlma! for inclosure in the box 
to be opened at Staten Island’s tri-centennial in 
1983. Mr. Robinson offered to pay for a set of 
false teeth for Old Turk, but no one could make a 
cast for the surtion plate, and so Old Turk has to 
feed on‘*pap.’’ When the Poor Farm barn was 
burned last Winter, Old Turk managed to make 
his escape unassisted and uninjured.

THE NEW STEAM-SHIP EDAM. 
sa - - 

THE LAST ADDITION TO THE NETHERLANDS 

LINE DOING WELL ON HER FIRST TRIP. 
The new steam-ship Edam, of the Nether- 
lands-American Mail Line, arrived from Amster- 
dam yesterday, and was moored at the foot of Sus- 
sex-street, in Jersey City. The new vessel was 
built at Rotterdam, and measures 3,600 tons. Her 
dimensionsare: Length, 828 feet; breadth of beam, 


40 feet; depth of bold, 36 feet. The hold is divided 
into five water-tight compartments. The engines 
are compound, and their horse power is about 500. 
They are of the newest pattern. During her trial 
trip the Edam made 14 knots an hour. Her machin- 
ery worked well during the recent voyage, and the 
vessel proved herself in every respect a fine 
steam-ship. The saloon is placed aft of the en- 
gines on the lower deck, and extends the éntire 
width of the vessel. It is handsomely fitted up 
and contains, among other things, a piano. A 
large skylight overhead gives light and ventila- 
tion. The state-rooms, which are unusuall 

large, are aft of the saloon. They are well 
fitted wu with a view to comfort and 
are provided, among other conveniences, with 
electric bells. The ladies’ cabin and the smoking- 
room are in a deck-house, the former forward and 
the latter aft of the eabin companionway. The 
Edam has accommodations for 52 first class pas- 
sengers and 1,000 immigrants. The steerage 
is comfortably fitted up. and is well light- 
ed and ventilated. t is provided with 
hospitals for the sick. The quarters of the officers, 
galley, pantries, &c., are in a large deck-house 
amidships. The Edam is provided with all of the 
newly invented steam appliances for steering, 
handling cargo, &c. She bas eight large life-boats, 
which can be lowered at a moment’s notice. The 
ship is brig-rigzed, and her masts are very lofty. 
She will sail on Noy. 21 with a full general cargo 
and a large passenger list. She is somewhat 
larger than the old Edam, and is exactly like the 
Zaandam in size and build. Her principal officers 
are Capt. Taat, who commanded the old Edam; 
Chief Officer Vanderzey, Second Officer Karst, 
Chief Engineer Moewmans, and Surgeon Shreppers, 


THE DEAD BURGLAR.

NO ONE ABLE TO IDENTIFY HIM—THE BUL-

All day yesterday streams of curious people 
poured into and out of the Morgue, where lies the 
body of the burglar who was found, shot through 
the heart, on Homer Choate’s grape-arbor, in 
Woodside, early Saturday morning.

William H. Speer, of Jersey City Heights, had a 
similar experience with a man a few days ago. 
The man said to Mr, Speer that ne had been a post- 
man, but that he had been laid up with sickness. 
Want drove him to the necessity of pawning his 
clothing. Mr. Gopsill, the Postmaster of Jersey 
City, had agreed, ne tuld Mr. Speer, to reinstate 
him, but he could not hope for reinstatement till 
he had got back his uniform. Mr. Speer agreed to 
meet the man later inthe day, but he never saw 
him afterward. There are rumors of others with 
whom he “operated” in Jersey City. A post-mor- 
tem examination by Cotnty Physician Hewlett, 
yesterday, showed that tbe ball with whieh he had 
been killed had gone direct to his heart, and he 
was probably dead when he fell from the window- 
ledge to the grape-arbor, on top of which he was 
found.

FREEPMEN AND TEMPERANCE. 

The first of a series of meetings to be held in 
the different churches of the City during the Win- 
ter by the National Temperance Society was held 
last evening in the Madison-Avenue Congregational

Mr. Stearns reviewed the work 
of the publications of the society, which 17 years 
ago was without a book ora tract, and which had 
circulated since that time 500,000,000 volumes over 
the globe, discussing every phase of the temper- 
ance auestion.”’ and made an appeal for assistance 
to earry on the work. ‘The Rey. Mr. Mead, the 
agent of the society among the freedmenin the 
South, spoke at lencth of tne condition of the 
negroes thereand the neeessity for Christianizing 
them by means of the literature published by the 
Temperance Society. The greatest problem be- 
fore the American people to-day, be said, is the 
care of the colored population of the South. They 
numbered 4,000,000 at the close of the war, and 
they number 7,000,000 now. Northern people could 
form no idea how low they are in the social scale 
until they saw them. They are as low as they pos- 
sibly can be and still be human. But they are 
waiting to be lifted up, and the only way to do it 
is to close the dramshops. which number 20 to 
every school-house. ‘The white people in the South 
realized this fact, and in Georgiathe Prohibitionfsts 
had carried several counties. Mr. Mead illustrated 
his remarks with a number of amusing anecdotes 
of life among the colored people in the South.
